SIR HERBERT SAMUEL. 


MUCH gratification must have been experienced throughout the 
community at the remarkable encomiums passed upon Sir HERBERT 
SAMUEL'S re-entry into English politics, signalised by the speech he 
made at the Hotel Cecil on Monday night. The address he delivered 
was a masterly review of the political opinions of the Party whose 
future destiny has to so large an extent been entrusted to him; 
it was embellished by results of deep thought, and contained more 
than one flash of humour, so useful in leavening the lump of Party 
speeches. .Sir HERBERT has proved himself to be, as one of the fore- 
most newspapers of the country called him, “a great Liberal,” and, as 
is generally acknowledged, a real asset in the political future of the 
Empire. Nor has he been lacking in a considerable amount of 
courage in championing a Party the fortunes of which are at the 
moment by no means roseate. We have the greater pleasure in 
pointing to Sir HERBERT’s tritmph insomuch that he undertook a 
task in Palestine in which success could be, having regard to all 
circumstances, at best but moderate, and in regard to which :it 
in fact has fallen to our unpleasant duty to offer severe and some- 
times hostile criticism. That he has been able to ovércome the 
reputation which, by no means altogether through his fault, attached 
to him, with those most capable of judging, when he yielded up the 
oflice of High Commissioner, is in itself extremely creditable to his 
undoubted powers ; and Jews of all kinds and of all Party allegiances 
will rejoice that this remarkably able son of our people bids 
fair to take in the future one of the most distinguished places to 
which a Jew has ever attained in the government and administra- 
tion of Great. Britain. 


The Weizmann-Marshall Pact. 


As is not a matter for surprise, considerable misunderstanding 
xersists concerning the arrangements that have been come to 
between Dr. WEIZMANN and Mr. Louis MARSHALL im America. The 
able letter we published last week from Mr. JACOB DE HAAs, one of 
the fixstprotagonists who rallied to the National standard raised 
by Dr. Herzi, ought to have somewhat clarified the public mind 
upon ‘the poimt, It is impossible to believe that Dr, WEIZMANN 
himself can even think of the formation of a Jewish Agency under the 
Palestine Maudate onthe lines of the pact into which he has 
entered, For him to have signed the document at all is the clearest 


possible evidence that comditions in ‘Aneerica, so far as they concern 


Zionism, Were in a parlous state indeed; and that the embargo 
placed upon the collection of money for Palestine by Mr. Davip A, 
Brown and his friends, working in the interests of the relief scheme 
in the Crimea, was efficient and solid. Mr. pg Haas shows that, by 
the arrangement, Zionism is to be presented to American Jewry 
as & mere philanthropic enterprise, on a level with other relief 
works for providing paHiatives for the distress of our people. The 
Crimea Scheme itself, to which Ameriean Jews, contrary to every 
consideration of practical prudence and the best experience, for 
some reason have specially devoted themselves, is by it raised to 
co-equal importance with Zionist striving in Palestine. In any Case, 
Mr. DE HAAS makes it clear that the national idea is, under this pact, 
to be beaten out of the Zionist Movement; and the national idea is 
of course, one of the fundamental bases of Zionism, That is surely the 
answerto Mr. SOKOLOW and other representatives of the Zionist Organi- 
sation, who evidently fee! it necessary, above all things, to prove 
not alone that Dr. WrizMANN has been forced by prevailing condi- 
tions to do what he has done, but that what he has done is the best 
he possibly could do in the best of all possible worlds. We are told 
for instance, that from the National point of view it is imperative to 
have as many organised groups as possible, showing national 
responsibility for building up the Jewish National Home in Pales- 
tine. That is a somewhat self-evident proposition. But the point 
is that Dr. WrizMANN has by the Pact called together as many 
organised groups as possible in America, who have made up their 
minds to prevent the building up of the Jewish National Home 
and who feel not the remotest national responsibility. That is 
surely a horse of quiteadifferent colour. Then we are adjured that 
we should welcome the co-operation of Jews, whether they call 
themselves Zionists or not, provided they accept as an article of 
faith the establishment of the Jewish National Home, as set out 
in the Palestine Mandate. That isan unassailable statement: but 
the point here again is that Dr. Wr1zZMANN is co-operating with a 
number of Jews, some of whom will not even call themselves 
Zionists, but most of whom are precisely not desirous. of 
working for the establishment of a national entity for our 
people, to which they are in fact opposed. Of what use, pray, 
8 if to talk—except to fill time with shallow pratile—about the 
Mandate not having been given to Zionists only? It was given, 
of course, to the Jewish People—that is obvious from its wording 
as well’as from the language of the Balfour Declaration. But it 
was to the Jewish people on the understanding and to the extent 
that they favoured the resurgence of Jewish Nationatity. For that 
reason the Declaration was sent by the British Government 
to the Zionist Organisation by the hands of Lord ROTHSCHILD. 
These fertile-brained emissaries of the Organisation, once again, 
tell us that we ought to rejoice in the extended Agency, because it 
would possess greater influence in political spheres. Yes; if the 
Jewish Agency meant an accretion of Zionists organised or 
unassorted. But it is a very different state of affairs when, as is 
palpable, the arrangement come to between Dr. WreIZMANN and Mr. 
MARSHALL means a dilution, almost to anwmia point, of Zionism. 
Is there any doubt about the matter? Here we have Commander 
Kenworrtny, M.P., who has been helping Dr. WEIZMANN in his 
campaign in the United States, in the course of an article he has 
just written on his American impressions, saying that: 

The Jewish Agency will not only assist in the historic task of 
rebuilding the Jewish National Home in Palestine, but will watch 
over Jewish interests throughout the world including assistance for 
the Crimean experiment, and will engage in other activities for the 
alleviation Of the suffering of the Jews in Eastern Europe generally. 

In face of that, what sheer cant it is to twit Zionists with being 
faint-hearted and fearing the results of this American mixture! 
None. the less, as we would say once again, we do not blame Dr. 
WEIZMANN. He had to get the bar sinister that had been raised 
against Zionist efforts in the United States, removed. None the 
less, it would seem that, topically enough, in Chinese fashion 
he has been compelled to set fire to the house in order to roast 
the pig. Still, out of it all, there stands one gleam of hope. 

This Shylock agreement into which Dr. WEIZMANN has been forced, 
must fail. The American non-Zionists will find that they have over- 
reached themselves in their usurious demands; and we should not 
be surprised if Dr. WrIzMANN‘has so measured up the situation. 

But—and it is as well to recognise it—the Zionist leader has entered 

into a great gamble. It may serve his purpose for the moment, 

even having regard to the moral damage he has helped to inflict 
on the Zionist Movement. Palestine, however, will not be built in 
a day, and there is te-morrow, and the next day, and the day after! 
For to-day, here in England, let Zionists come down to more 
primeval but far more natural fare. Shekel day is announced. 

Let everyone who cares an iota for the upbuilding of a Jewish 
Palestine, for the regeneration of our National being, pay his 
shekel. It is the minimum tax that any Jew worthy of the name 


‘should feel himself bound to pay, willingly and without demur, 


Jews and Disease. 
THE particular liability of Jews to certain forms of disease, and 


the general incidence of illness in their case, have been somewhat 
widely debated of late. Our columns this week record threo 
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meetings at which the subject was discussed, including the last of 
the admirable series of lectures delivered under the auspices of the 
Jewish Health Organisation of England. We are not concerned 
for the moment with any conclusions that have been arrived af, 
most of which, it occurs to us, have been reached somewhat 
Casually or at least in the absence of definite statistical facts. 
More important is it to note the prevailing agreement that Jews 
have a special demography and that medically they are a separate 
people with and qualities their own, These 
physical traits are held to be indicative of Jews. No less interesting, 
however, is it to find a considerable consensus of opinion to the 
effect that the practice of the ordinances of the Jewish faith by Jews 
during long ages, has produced marked results on their liability to 
healt! and freedom from disease. These two conclusions which can 
scarcely be gainsaid, should surely be sufficiently encouraging for 
further study and for further research. In short, they prove the 
crying need for a Jewish statistical society properly equipped with 
means for ascertaining definitely such questions as have been raised 
in the course of the meetings to which we have referred. “Man 
know thyself” is good doctrine, and “Jew know thyself” is surely 
no less valuable.

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


The Blood of the Jew. 


By Mentor. 
"T= is an ancient Persian proverb which declares that 


the good soldier hides his wounds. The saying is an 

understandable one. The good soldier regards wounds 

as casualties and casualties not altogether as accidents. 
Subconsciously there comes to him a feeling that a little more 
care and a little more foresight on the part of someone or the 
other might have saved him from the disaster which befell him. 
A good soldier does not parade his wounds. If he does, it is but 
to accentuate the damage that has been done to the enemy in 
the fashion adopted by Mr. Winston Churchill. In that remarkable 
book of his published this week, less a history than an epic of the 
War, he tells of British casualties grim and terrible. But seldom 
does he record them without reminding the reader that the enemy 
forces suffered more. A soldier does not mention his wounds, 
except to indicate the punishment that at the same time fell upon 
those against whom he was pitted. As with individuals, so with 
nations, as Mr. Churchill's book gives evidence. I do not recollect 
any nation producing a volume boasting of its casualties in any 
war in which it may have engaged. But the Jew in this, as 
inso many other things, is peculiar. Otherwise, we should not have 
a second edition of Mr. Gustav Pearlson’s work which he calls 
“Twelve Centuries of Jewish Persecution.”© Other peoples, 
it is true, have published volumes recording the lives and 
deaths of their martyrs. Such volumes, however, do not run on the 
same lines as Mr. Pearlson’s. They tell of men and women who were 
martyrs entirely because of the faith they held. Jewish persecu- 
tions did not primarily arise because of the faith that was in the 
Jew. He was persecuted, for by far the most part, for political, 
economic and social causes —because he was a Jew. The faith that 
he held formed but an incidental excuse for the persecutor. 


Twelve centuries of Jewish persecution reveal scarcely a 
glimmer of Jewish self-defence, and if anything less of Jewish 
retaliation. In country after country, the long, long war of 
the Jew has proceeded. Always he has accepted his casualties 
with humility, always he has expressed himself as thankful 
they were no worse, even when they took the form of ghastly 
brutal massacres and sickening atrocities, or of inhumanity 
which gave the lie to the right of those guilty of it to any 
claim to humanity. Indeed, it has usually happened that the respite 
in the battles of the Jews has been even more degrading for them 
than the physical suffering they have been called upon to endure. 
For then there was moral debasement. The blood of the Jew may 
have become sacred, as if was cast, even in the reckless manner of 
hooligans, on the altar of our people’s destiny. But the humiliation 
of the Jew—when he became the Jew Siiss, or aped it as a Marrano— 
there was the nadir of our people’s persecution. For persecution is 
not a physical, it is a moral thing. Being slain or massacred is not 
in itself persecution. The world may acclaim it as glorious death. 
But the spirit of those who inflict it—there is the persecution. And 
the spirit of those Jews, cringing and narrow-spirited, morally- 
demeaned creatures who gloried in the interludes of debasing 
subservience and called it toleration—that was persecution ! 


Not that anyone will blame Mr. Pearlson for having told of the 
Jewish casualties in their long war during the last twelve hundred 
years. It is well that they should be known. It is well that 
Christians should realise the infamies that have been practised 
by those who have prostituted the name of Christianity. Perchance 
the grisly story will be read by some Christians with a grain of 
humour, and they will perceive the ridiculousness of asking 
Jews to accept Christianity as a religion of love and brotherhood 
and good fellowship, which during twelve centuries has shown 
Jews such far other qualities. More haply it will reach the eyes of 
Jews and teach them the folly of glorifying Christian culture, 
merely because it is non-Jewish and the culture of the powerful 
and the influential. Far be it from me to suggest that as the result 
of reading Mr. Pearlson’s book, we Jews Should harbour feelings of 
revenge or hatred against our Christian neighbours. But “Twelve 
Centuries of Jewish Persecution” should, I think, prove to be 
for any Jew worthy the name, a severe restraint against assimilation 
and induce in him a preference for his native culture. 


It will not, I hope, be thought that I commefhd altogether the 
spirit in which Mr. Pearlson tells of our casualties in the great 
Jewish war that has been proceeding now for twelve centuries, and 
which even to-day is being carried on against us, mutatis mutandis, 
by those who profess to believe in Christianity as a religion of 
kindly good-neighbourliness and as one conducive to the proper 
consideration of man for man. There is a great deal too much of

the martyr mentality in the story, as it is told. And then there is 
a shameful fecklessness and a docile acceptance of fate, that should 
never be that of human beings, about this history of our peopte’s 
struggle. There is nowhere a word or, indeed, a thought of inflict- 
ing retaliatory casualties. They massacred us; they outraged us; 
they robbed us and they abused us; they made our lives bitter, and 
provided tragic deaths for us by the thousands. And we accepted 
it all as if a just, true, and a righteous God willed it. As they 
burnt our lives out of us, or dashed out the brains of our 
children on the stones of the city—we accepted it all with 
comparative demure. We schooled ourselves into believing that 
this bath of blood—the blood of the Jew, our own Jewish blood— 
would sanctify us, and that it was all worth while because it formed 
& romantic background to our recital of the Shema, and because, 
remarkable people as we are, it was then that we could be depended 
upon earnestly and truly to chant the Hatikvah. It is magnificent, 
but it is not war, and it is war that has been waged against us 
and.that is being waged against us here and now to-day, the war 
causing physical hurt and the war responsible for the moral 
degradation of the Jew. We have survived the twelve centuries of 
Jewish persecution—that is a tribute to our qualities of endurance. 
But to have suffered persecution for twelve centuries, and to have 
taken no measure during all that time to place ourselves in a 
position to avoid this insensate waste of the blood of the Jew, that 
fact—stressed as it is by Mr. Gustav Pearlson's story, must make 
the blood of any Jew freeze by appalment, or boil with rage. And 
here to-day, now at this moment, we are—practically the whole of 
Jewry is—carrying on in the same old useless and discredited round, 


The suffering rely upon the charity of the less suffering. The 
physically wounded look for aid from the morally afflicted who 
in nine cases out of ten, could give none, unless they suffered the 
moral affliction. Never was such a vicious circle drawn, 
even in the imagination of man, as the one round which 
Jewish polity has run for centuries, and runs to-day. And I venture 
to commend very strongly Mr. Pearlson’s book, because the record 
of our casualties over twelve centuries, shows our piteous helpless- 
ness in face of them, and shows our envisagement of them as if 
they were blessings disguised by the Almighty and sent for our 
benefit. It shows the manner in which Christians exhibited their 
respect for the great founder of their faith by killing and 
slaying with horrible barbarousness those who were akin to 
him in race. It tells of Christians who thought they mani- 


‘fested their faith in Christianity by drowning the Judaism in 


the Jew by forcing him to the Baptismal font—and I believa 
it is good that these things should be made kuown and tl: 
facts impressed upon the world in general and on Jews 
in particular.., It may tend to make us ashamed as we 
think how little our forbears respected manhood and woman- 
hood and childhood and all that go with them, independence of 
thought, security of life and limb, the right to live and to enjoy the 
fruits of one’s labour, to be afraid of no man and to fear only God, 
And, I would repeat, a study of Mr. Pearlson’s story with the 
reminder that our war has not ended, ought to hasten its end. 
A striking announcement, significant of much, having regard 
to the history of Bulgaria, I see in the Timgs of the morning on 
which these lines are being written: “Jews throughout Bulgaria 
called meetings to protest against alleged anti-Jewish persecutions 
in Roumania, Hungary and Poland”! That may possibly bring to the 
minds of some of our people the fact that the twelve centuries of 
Jewish persecution are goingon. The Jewish war proceeds—the 
Jewish one-sided war. And we are running round and round 
and round the old vicious, vicious circle, and there is no definite 
effort being made to release ourselves from the consequent thraldom. 
Only one definite effort was adumbrated, and that men and women, 
Jews and Jewesses, ever since have been busy in thwarting. They 
seem likely to succeed, so that we shall go on—still relying upon 
exclusively, charity and tolerance and sentimentality to fight the 
war of the Jew—as Sir Herbert Samuel would say, “bird seed 
to feed Cerberus '’—futile measures to save either our people, our 
faith, or our culture. 


A good soldier hides his wounds. True; and if we had been soldiers 
for twelve centuries in the Jewish war, Mr. Pearlson’s book would 
have been in the nature of some Lazarus showing his wounds for 
the pity of passers by. But we have not been soldiers. We have 
been dumb, driven cattle. We have put up no defence worthy of 
the name—not even have we adopted a defensive policy 
fit to be so-called—and we have suffered almost uncom- 
plainingly and sometimes joyously, even the moral hurt in 
which has been comprised the very worst of our casualties, 
The least we can do is to let anti-Jews know what they and those 
whose creed they follow have been responsible for; and, even more 
to the point, what the likes of them—the religious likes—are 
responsible for here and now. Since we have no means of protecting 
ourselves, no means of interrupting the spin of the vicious circle, 
surely Mr. Pearlson is right to issue this volume of his with its stern 


- indictment by brutal facts—“This is what ye did unto me.” “ This 


is what I suffered—and yet bowed my head in inglorious humility!”

Mr. M. Kaye, M.Se., in the course of an address to the boys and girls, 
refeircd to their good friend and well-wisher, Miss Rose Jacobs and 
her sisters and brothers who had co-operated with her. It was to their 
generosity and single-mindedness that the transformation in the syna- 
gogue was entirely due, Since the remoyal of the Home to Norwood from 
Mile End many years ago, the synagogue had remained untouched. 
Fiftcen years ago the sons of the late David Q. Henriques established a 
memorial to him in that synagogue. Despite that interest, it was true to 
say that for a long time past the synagogue had fallen into a state of 
disrepair. Recently the sum of about £15,000 had been spent on 
rebuilding the institution. Miss Jacobs was asked to assist in this 
direction. She quickly secured the co-operation of her relatives, and the 
result was there before them. The boys and girls could repay the 
good that was done them not by gifts but by deeds, by taking away 
with them and remembering the lessons that the synagogue 
taught them. Mr. Kaye concluded by reading the priestly benediction. 

The service ended with the reading of Olen u, Mourners’ Kaddish and 
the singing of Adon Olam. 

Mr. Anthony de Rothschild, the President of the Institution, Mr. 
Gustave Tuck, Mr. Isidore Salmon, M.P., and Mr. and Mrs. M. A. 
Spiclman were among those present. 


GOLDERS GREEN ORPHAN AID SOCIETY. 

The third annual meeting of the Society was held on Sunday at the 
Golders Green Synagogue.

The CHAI.MAN, in a review of the past year’s work, said that the 
profits of the Society, amounting to £1,137, were satisfactory, considering 
the difficult period through which they had passed. He thanked the 
Committee of the parent institution for allowing the Norwood Band to 
appear at the function which the Golders Green Orphan Aid Society gave at 
the Savoy Hotel in November. The performance reflected great credit 
on their Headmaster, Matron, Headmistress and the Staff of the Institu- 
tion. He felt that whatever the Society did was amply repaid when it 
was able to see the condition in which the children were being turned 
out of the Institution at Norwood. He appealed for more annual sub- 
scribers to the Society.

ANNUAL BALANCE-SHEET, 


DISORDERLY MEETING, 


A meeting of the Board of the Federation of Synagogues was held 
on Monday at the offices, 64, Leman Street. Mr. J. M. Libgott 
presided. 

The CuHarrMAn said that he felt it his duty to refer to the sudden and 
untimely death of Councillor A. Harris, who died last week after a long 
illness. Councillor Harris had been a member of the Federation for many 
years, and had for a long period been a member of the Executive. In addi- 
tion to that he had been one of their trustees and a member of the present 
Finance Committee. Throughout this period he had worked loyally in the 
interests of the Federation. He moved a vote of condolence with the family. 
Continuing, the Chairman said he was not yet able to give them further 
information relating to the appointment of a new Chief Minister of the 
Federation. The Selection Committee had recently met, but there was 
nothing to report. As to the notice of motion by Councillor Davis at the 
last meeting, ** That the Federation come to an arrangement with the Burial 
Society to endow a bed at the Jewish Hospital,” he (Mr. Libgott) was pleased 
to inform them that it had been decided to give the Jewish Hospital the sum 
of £1,000 in four annual instalments of £250 each, the first of which had 
already been paid. In moving the adoption of the balance-sheet for the year 
ending December 3lst last, the Chairman said that the balance-sheet showed 
certain distinctly pleasing signs of improvement. They would see that they 
had received during the financial year of 1926 in repayments of capital and 
interest £875, against £448 in the previous year. Under the heading of assets 
they would notice that the value of the Federation stock at the end of the 
financial year amounted to £5,391, while the money outstanding in the form 
of loans totalled £11,025, which, together with the cash at the bank, made the 
total assets £18,447. They had on the agenda the election of hon. auditors, 
so that in future the balance-sheets of the Federation would be very carefully 
checked by members of the Board. 

Numerous interruptions ensued when Mr. B. Simons rose to speak in 
regard to the loan to the Bethnal Green Synagogue. 

Councillor Davis said that they had had to ask Bethnal Green Synagogue 
several times to take their loan. They had tried to join another organisation. 

One member complained of the inadequate accommodation provided 
for members at that meeting. 

TheCnarrRMAN : That does not arise out of the balance-sheet. (Laughter.) 

The balance-sheet was adopted. . 


The Secretaryship. 


When the members were asked to accept the recommendation of the 
Hon. Offtcers and Finance Committee, ** That the appointment of Mr. Jung 
as Secretary be now formally declared permanent,’ Mr. Simons said that 
as THe Jewisu CHRONICLE had mentioned last week that the late former 
Secretary had issued a writ against the Federation, they ought not to have a 
permanent Secretary. 

There were shouts of, ‘‘ Out of Order,’’ and considerable uproar ensued. 

‘The CHAIRMAN, speaking above the noise, asked why Mr. Simons had 
dug up the former Secretary. | 

Mr. Stmons said that, when once they elected the Secretary permanently, 
they laid themselves open to legal action. (Shouts of ‘* No !”’) 

Mr, GALINSKY asked whether Mr. Simons was going to oceupy the floor 
all night. 

Mr. Jung's appointment as Secretary was unanimously confirmed. 

Mr. BARNETT said that they had a full Board meeting, and, if the members 
could not get proper explanations from the Chairman, they would sit there 
until 1 a.m. He proposed that Councillor Davis should take the chair, 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. SHocket: You cannot have order while members are standing 
and no accommodation is provided for them. 

Protestations, disorder and uproar here followed, and Mr. Shocket 
suggested that a vote be taken. 

The by-law in regard to the selection of Chairman was then discussed. 


“Another Disorderly Meeting.” 


Councillor Davis asked the members whether they wanted to be made a 
laughing-stock of, as the Press were taking notes of the proceedings and would 
probably describe it as ‘‘another disorderly meeting.” Bat, when they boiled 
the whole thing down, there was no disorder. 

Mr. Kanan : Are we going to stop here all night, or shall I move a vote of 
censure on Mr. Libgott ? We have a gentleman here to-night visiting us 
ri the first time, namely, Councillor Howitt, and I suggest that he take the 
chair. 

Councillor Howirr said that so far he had enjoyed himself very much. 
He was grateful to them for being nominated ; but as they had hon. officers 
= he was only an ordinary delegate, he did not think he ought to occupy the 
chair. 

Amid further confusion, Mr. Kanan said that they would now take 
matters into their own hands, as they could not stop there all night. 

.The motion was then put by Mr. Barnett that Councillor Davis occupy 
the chair, and was carried amid loud cheers. 


No Interest on Loans.

For to know Mr. Serabski well was 
first to respect him, and then to love him as a valued friend. It is not for us 
to inquire into the inscrutable ways of Providence, or else we should cry out 
that he has been taken from us too soon, before he had completed the allotted 
span of life, in the prime of his power, in the fulness of his strength.

Jewish Health Organisation. 


ADDRESS TO THE B'NAI B’RITH. 

Under the auspices of the First Lodge of England of the Independent 
Order of B'nai B'rith. an address was given on Sunday at the Princes’ 
Galleries, on “The Work of the Jewish Health Organisation” by Dr. 
B. W. Lowbury. Bro. §. Gilbert, B.A., President of the Lodge, was in the 
chair. 

The Chairman said that the Order existed for the advancement of 
the highest interests of Jews as such, and in their relation to the larger 
community. Referring tothe band of Jewish medical men who had 
thrown themselves with such zeal, public spirit and enthusiasm into the 
work of the Jewish Health Organisation, he said that these Jewish 
doctors, whatever their precise views of Jewish thought, were as truly 
servants of God as they were of man, and perhaps servants of God because 
they were servants of man. 

Dr. Lowbury then delivered his address which we hope to publish in 
full in the current month’s JEWISH CHRONICLE SUPPLEMENT. 

Dr. Redcliffe N. Salamnan, President of the Organisation, said that 
the facts which Dr. Lowbury had put before them as to the inferior 
physique of many of the Jews of Eastern Europe were certainly true, but 
the extraordinary revival which took place when these peoplé came west 
was shown nearly forty years ago by the late Dr. Joseph Jacobs. The 
Saturday evening lectures of the Jewish Health Organisation at the 
Whitechapel Art Gallery were really notable events. By these lectures 
alone they would have justified their existence. But they were doing, 
and intended to do, much more. It was the aim of the Organisation to 
make the Jews of England the finest body of citizens physically that the 
country possessed. They had under consideration the idea of founding a 
clinic for backward and troublesome children, a cause which he hoped 
Mr. Bernhard Baron would see his way to‘support. The preliminary 
results of Prof. Cyril Burt's investigation into the intelligence of Jewish 
schoolchildren had just reached him, and would be found to refute the 
conclusions of Prof. Karl Pearson. 

Sir W. Arbuthnot Lane said that one reason. why the Jews suffered 
from certain physical defects was that they were an intellectual people, 
took too little exercise and ate a great deal too much. (Laughter). The 
Jewish women were the finest mothers in the world. His experience of 
Jewish girls was that they were more intelligent than the boys, and 
certainly better looking. (Laughter). 

Haham Dr. M. Gaster said he hoped a result of that meeting would 
be definite financial support for the Organisation. 

Mr. 8. Rowson, M.Sc., referred to the fact that the Lodge was 
organising an entertainment for April 10th in aid of the statistical work 
of the Organisation. : 


From Dr. REDCLIFFE N. SALAMAN (President, Jewish Health 
Organisation of England.) 
To the Editor of Tuk Jewisn CHRONICLE. 


Sir,--L should like to seek the hospitality of your journal to make good 
an omission which occurred in the. proceedings on last Sunday night, when 
the B'nai B'rith held a meeting in support of the Jewish Health Organisation. 

Dr. Lowbury read a paper of extreme interest, describing briefly the 
origin of the Association, and its relationship in earlier years to the “ OZE,” 
that wonderful body which served in Russia the function of a Red Cross 


- Organisation towards the entire Jewish Community. 


Later on in the evening I myself had the privilege of talking on the 
work and future of the Jewish Health Organisation. 

By a curious coincidence—quite unintentionally on my part, and I am 
sure | may speak in this matter for Dr, Lowbury too—no mention was made 
of the man to whom the whole organisation, both in England and Russia, 
owes its origin. It would not only be an act of gross ingratitude to allow 
this omission to pass, but it might lead to misunderstanding in later years, 
We are so apt to look on the great developments of civilisation as accom- 
plished facts whose existence requires no further explanation, that we are 
in danger often of forgetting the painful evolution, through which every- 
thing that is worth while must perforce go. 

In 1910 a young and, at that time, almost unknown medical man, Dr, 
M. Schwarzman, of Odessa, realising the dire need of his co-religionists of 
adequate medical and hygienic services, wrote an article on Jewish Public 
Health in one of the chief medical journals of Russia, and distributed copies 
to all the leading Jewish doctors throughout the country. Encouraged by 
a certain amount of support, he proceeded to Petrograd and there won 
over his medical colleagues, and founded the association now known as the 
“@OZE.” The almost miraculous growth of this institution which in 1912 
had an income of but £310, which grew in 1914 to £20,000 and which between 
the years 1915 and 1917 spent close on a million pounds in medical services 
to our Russian brethren, at that time passing through an era of distress and 

persecution on a scale unequalled in the history of the world, has never been 
adequately told. 

The whole of this great work, not only its inception but its guidance 
throughout subsequent years, we owe to Dr. Schwarzman ; and it is not a little 
due to his wonderful modesty and his quiet and unassuming manner, that I 
at least failed for the moment to do homage to the man to whom we all, not 
only our local community but the Jewish communities of all Europe, owe 
our modern health movemen!s. 

The Jewish Health Organisation of England is still perhaps in its infancy ; 
but its extreme activity and vigour, inspired in the first instance by its founder, 
Dr. Schwarzman, have derived ever increasing strength from the devoted and 
assiluous care of its secretary, Mr. D, Tscherniakoff.—Yours faithfully,

~CCCLXXXII.—Jewish Migration in the Nineteenth Century, 


My Dear COUSIN, 


That Jews have been wanderers from their earliest history is so well 
known that the fact needs no stressing. But the character of Jewish 
migrations has differed from age to age. The Jewish centre of gravity has 
been different in different generations; the cause of the migrations has 
not always been the same ; and the quality of the migrations bas varied. 
If only we had adequate statistics for the earlier period of Jewish wander- 
ings we should be able to form a picture invaluable to all those who take 
an interest in the welfare of the Jewish people. When, however, we come 
to the nineteenth century we are more fortunate, for figures are indeed 
available, and these, together with tendencies, point to certain very definite 
conclusions, two of which are worth specially noting. | 

At the beginning of the nineteenth century the Jewish people were 
concentrated in a few European countries, and lived for the most part in 
scattered towns and villages; atthe end of the nineteenth century the 
Jews were dispersed over very many countries throughout the globe, and 
they were massed, to a very large extent, in great cities. The urbanisa- 
tion tendency, which is marked in all social movements throughout the 
nineteenth century, is seen nowhere so clearly as among Jews. 

At the beginning of the nineteenth century the Jews of Europe formed 
8&5 per cent. of the Jews of the world, and 80 per cent. were concentrated 
in Russia (with Poland, of course), Hungary, Austria, and Germany. But 
owing to Jewish migrations in the last century and a quarter, in the year 
1925 statistics show that Europe contained only 63 per cent. of all the 
Jews in the world, and that only 57 per cent. were resident in the 
geographical area covered by the four countries named. In the United 
States, in the year 1925, 30 per cent. of the Jews of the world were 
settled, and the remaining seven were scattered over the remainder of 
the world. 

This shifting of population was only to be expected in view of the 
fact that throughout the nineteenth century Jews from all countries have 
‘been on the move, and in the main it may be said that they have moved 
from East to West, and from the old world to the new. 

This movement of Jewish population has; had far-reaching effects on 
Jewish life and the Jewish outlook. In olden days Jews lived in small 
towns and villages. Is it generally known, I wonder, that at the 
beginning of the nineteenth century there was only one Jewish com. 
mupity in the world of over 10,000 souls? 6 That was Amsterdam. There 
were only ten Jewish communities with a Jewish population of between 
5,000 and 10,000; and, indeed, not more than five percent. of all the 
Jews in the world lived in communities of over 5,000 persons. But fully 
one-third of the European Jews lived scattered in villages, two or three 
families together, and sometimes eveh only one isolated family. 
Another third of European Jewry lived in communities with less than 
500 souls. | 

The environment provided by a village or a small town is very 
different from that found in the giant cities of to-day. In the former, 
tradition comnts for much; indeed, tradition is the rule of life, whether 
in religion or social affairs. The inhabitant of the village comes to love 
his favourite spot with a passion which the town-dweller cannot possibly 
conceive. He feels himself bound to his forefathers by bonds which in his 
eyes seem realistic. He lives as they did, he acts as they did. Jewish 
life according to the Shulchan Aruch is easily intelligible in an environ- 
ment of town or village. But to the inhabitant of the city tradition means 
nothing. He has po respect forit. The physical extent of his environ- 
ment, with its vast possibilities, tends to make him look forward rather 
than backward. The crowds of the large town, the constant movement, 
its noise and glamour, its opportunities for self-development—all these 
fascinate the town-dweller, broaden bis outlook, make him more seif- 
reliant. During the last 125 years, Jews have tended more and more to 
become urbanised. In 1925, 32 per cent. of all dews in the world lived in 
14 great cities, each with a total population of over 100,000; 40 per cent. of 
the Jews in the world are to be found in cities containing over 50,000 Jews. 
In the United States and in our own country 95 per cent. of Jews live in 
large cities; in Germany the total is 99 per cent. ; andin Eastern Europe, 
where thirty years ago half the Jews lived in scattered villages, to-day 
Over theee-quarters of the total live in cities. If we take the 
seven ¢ities, Londen, New VYerk, Paris, Berlin, Vienna, Warsaw and 
Moscow, and compare their Jewish populations in 1800 and in 1925, 
what de we fed? At the beginning of the nineteenth century these 
seven cities contained in all 15,000 Jews, who represented 0.6 percent. of 
all the Jews in the world and ©.5 per cent. of the population of these 
cities. Im 1925, however, nearly three million Jews may be found in 
these seven cities, representing about one-fifth of the tofal number of 
Jews im the worl@ and about 14 per cent. of the inhabitants of these 
cities. May not this Account for the questioning we see around us, for 
the Reform and Liberalizing tendencies within Jewish communities ? 

lt has been pointed out that never in all their history have Jews been 
SO humerous ag they are to-day—l5 millions all told; that they have 
hever beem so dispersed over the whole world as they are to-day (you 
will find them in sixty countries) that they have become urbanised as 
never before. Nearly one-third of ail the Jews in the world live in 
thirteen large communities. 

The pioneers of Jewish migrations in the nineteenth century were 
German Jews. In the first half of that century you might find German 
Jewish emigrants making their way to England and France, and the 
seneralisation may perbaps be ventured that middle-class Jews of to-day 
in this country are the descendants of German Jews who came here in the 
‘thirties and ‘forties. It is not improbable that German Jews may have 
Settled in England as far back as the eighteenth century. Certainly it is 
worth noting that until a decade or two ago nearly all the Chief Rabbis

were German Jews. Rabbi Aaron Hart, who flourished in London about 
the middle of the eighteenth century, came from Breslau; Rabbi Hart 
Lyon (Hirsch Loebel) was likewise a German; Rabbi David Tevele Schiff 
came to London in 1765 from Frankfurt; Rabbi Soloman Herschel 
happened to be born in Eng!and, but received all his training in Germany; 
and when Dr. Nathan Marcus Adler became Chief Rabbi of the Anglo. 
Jewish community, he gave up a similar post in Hanover. If further 
evidence of the influence of German Jews in the early part of the nine- 
teenth century were required, some people might be inclined to find it in 
the very namie of the Hambro Synagogue, which is said to have been so 
called because it represented the Hamburg tradition in London. 

However that may be, the German Jews who settled in England, like 
their brethren who settled in America, became quickly assimilated. 
There may have been exceptions, but they only prove the rule. More- 
over, the German Jews quickly participated in what may be termed the 
higher branches of commerce. The history of the cotton industry in 
Liverpool, of the worsted trade in Bradford, of lace manufacture in 
Nottingham, and the electrical industry throughout the land, would furnish 
abundant evidence of the influence of German Jews. The Russian Jews 
who came later, both to this country and to the United States, were in 
the main part of the Jewish proletariat, and furnished a large contingent 


of factory workers. The extraordinary thing is that even in France an’ 


inguiry into the family history of the great majority of French Jews 
would show that they are the descendants of Jews who a hundred years 
ago lived in small villages in Bavaria, Posen and Alsace. It has been 
asserted that German Jews who migrated to this country came mainly 
from Prussia and Bavaria. 

The German migrations appear to have ceased in the eighties; and 
the Jews who came to this country between 1881 and 1925 came for the 
most part from Eastern Europe, which in effect means Russia and Poland. 
The following table, which shows the magnitude of the immigration into 
various countries of Jews from Russia and Poland during the years 1881 
to 1925, may not be without interest. The figures are in thousands.

It will be seen that America received by far the largest percentage of 
immigrants. Now it is worthy of note that while other peoples: have 
migrated from Europe to the United States, the volume of Jewish 
migration to the United States has been larger than all others; between 
1900 and 1925 Jewish immigration represented 20 per cent. of the total 
immigration. Again, of the stream of emigration from the United States, 
containing those who returned to their homes, the Jewish contingent was 
the smallest. Between 1908 and 1925 it was only 5.2 per cent. In other 
words, Jews furnished proportionately the largest net immigration into 
the United States. 

Interesting as these facts are in themselves, they are valuable also 
because they are not without influence on the religious development of 
Jews. Put simply, the problem way be expressed in this form: the true 
orthodox life is incompatible with the increasing urbanisation of Jews, 
and the Liberal and Reform movements may be one expression of that 
urbanisation, You will agree, I am sure, that this is worth pondering.

Milk and Public Health. 


Jewish Health Organisation Lecture. 


The twelfth and last of the series of lectures on health subjects 
arranged by the Jewish Health Organisation of Great Britain was 
delivered last Saturday by Mr. Wilfred Buckley, C.B.E., Chairman 
of the National Clean Milk Society, and Director of Milk Supplies during 
the war, on “ Milk and Public Health.” Dr. Redcliffe N. Salaman, 
M.A., President of the Organisation, presided. 

The lecturer said that the principal aims of the National Clean Milk 
Society were to raise the hygienic quality of milk sold in this country, and to 
educate public opinion as to the means of getting clean and wholesome 
milk. We needed a better milk supply than we had at present, but wo 
should never get it until we had a solid public opinion in its favour, Milk 
was a perfect food, since it contained all three ingredients necessary for the 
hody, proteins, carbo-hydrates, and fats. Experiments carried out recently 
by the Medieal Research Council on boys of from six and seven years upwards 
had shown the beneficial effects of a milk diet. Those children who, other 
things being equal, were given an extra pint of milk a day, stood at the top 
in weight and growth. Similar results were obtained in California, where 
the higher proficiency in studies of the milk-fed children was noticed. These 
beneficial effects were obtained only by the use of a pure and perfect product. 
Contamination came from bacteria which settled on the milk after it left the 
cow; the element of time thus played an important part, since the longer 
the time that was allowed to elapse between the drawing of the milk and the 
bottling, the more opportunities there were of 

DIRT AND BACTERIA 
falling into the milk. ‘The tubercle bacillus, of course, came from an unhealthy 
animal. Some of the bacteria which got into the milk were disease-bearing ; 
others were not. But even in the latter case, if there were enough of these 
‘harmless *’ bacteria living in the milk, and “‘on” the milk, they would 
finally cause its chemical composition to change. Children fed on milk so 
contaminated would not grow as fast as those fed on pure milk, and, if a 
sufficiently large number of bacteria were conveyed into the delicate intestines 
of a baby, it might get that terrible and often fatal disease, summer diarrhea. 
It was impossible for milk, twenty-four hours after it was drawn, to be free 
from bacteria. The bacteria increased at an enormous rate; there were an 
incredibly large number even in milk that was for all intents and purposes 
yood and sweet. The average milk we got was from twenty-four to forty- 
eight hours old. The hotter the weather the greater was the rate of increase 
of the germs. Milk should therefore be got as fresh and kept as cool as 
possible. There had been a great improvement in the quality of our milk 
since 1916, but there was room for further improvement. America was 
twenty years ahead of us in milk work. It had been said by an expert on 
the subject that to attract attention one must talk about 
TUBERCULOSIS, 

but in New York, before the present regulations, where 600 babies had died 
from drinking tubercular milk, 6,000 had died from the effects of dirty milk. 
In this country more infants under the age of one died from tuberculosis 
through lack of sufficient milk than from drinking milk infected with the 
tubercle bacillus. It was necessary to give children sufficient milk to build 
up their bodies and to strengthen them to resist germs. This might suggest 
a dilemma, but there was a solution. The value of breast-feeding was 
inestimable ; yet feeding with cow's. milk could be made, if not as safe, at 
least infinitely safer than it was at present. The milk should be drawn and 
bottled quickly under conditions of scrupulous cleanliness, handledas little as 
pract caible and delivered to the customer as quickly as possible. The milk should 
be bottled at the farm and covered securely so that no dirt or bacteria could 
fall into it. It would be impossible to eliminate tubercular cows from the 
country for a number of years because of the enormous loss to the farmers 
involved in the slaughtering of the animals. The public must understand, 
further, that if we wanted pure milk we must be prepared to pay for it. 


Farmers were making no undue profits. The bacteria could, however, be 
killed by 


| PASTEURISATION, 
i.e., slow heating at a low temperature, which method did less harm to the 
vitamins in the milk than did boiling, and was quite as efficacious in killing 
the tubercular bacillus, To pasteurise many times, however, as was sometimes 
done, was bound to injure the vitamins. In the United States the health 
authorities had power to fix regulations for the sale of pure milk. In prac- 
tically all the big cities gf America milk that was not pasteurised under the 
supervision of the authority could not be sold to the public. We ought to 
have the same regulation in this country. Over 90 per cent. of London’s 
milk, especially that sold by the big dairies, was, in fact, pasteurised to-day, 
but the operation was not always properly carried out. In any case, there 
were inferior grades of milk on the market, and though since the War the 
Government had granted licences, subject to the necessary safeguards, to 
those who applied for them, to classify their milk, what we needed was 
compulsory classification, as they had it in the United States. The sale ‘of 
Grade C milk had ceased in New York City since compulsory classification ; 
the consumption of milk had gone up, and the price had not risen. There 
was no doubt that compulsory classification here would lead to similar results. 
At present in England a dairy could advertise its milk as ‘‘ Nursery Milk,” 
‘“ Invalid Milk,” or anything it fancied, and the milk might all the time be 
of the very lowest grade. Compulsory classification would put an end to 
this evil also, Only by educating public opinion could we hope to secure 
the necessary legislative measures to ensure a pure milk supply throughout 


the country for rich and poor alike, and thereby save the lives of thousands 
of children.

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Orthodoxy ‘and Modern Jews. 


From Mr. LOUIS KLETZ. 
To the Editor of THe Jewisn CHRONICLE. 


SIR,—Perhaps it will be as well if I start off by admitting that, in my 
humble opinion, there certainly is a good-deal in the orthodox Prayer- 
Book that could, with much advantage, be eliminated. In saying this, 
I do not intend to imply that there is in any part of the book any lack of 
beauty of thought or Joftiness of aim; it is only that, while it tends unduly 
to prolong the service, most people don’t trouble to recite, or even to 
scan, one-half of the printed service. It is possible that a curtailment of 
the “sitting out” periods might induce a greater measure of devotion. 
But, assuming the above were carried into effect, would that solve the 
problem? I think not. 

[ have read with much thought the opinions of your various corre. 
spondents, but it is the letter from Mr. D. B. Levinson which has 
attracted my special attention. What he says is so very eloquent, so 
inspiringly enthusiastic that one feels some regret at being compelled to 
add that it is also hopelessly wrong and out of focus. “The onward 
march of * Liberal’ Judaism,” he tells us, “demonstrates the insufficiency 

.of orthodoxy, which fails to satisfy the craving of the modern Jew.” 
What a pity he did not think it necessary to explain what he wishes us 
to understand by the term “‘modern Jew,” and what is the nature of his 
particular craving. 

“ Modernity ” is merely a form of expression applied to the changed 
outlook of succeeding generations, while “ craving” means nothing more 
than a strong or, if you like, ungovernable desire in a particular direction 
which varies with the individual and with the progressof time. In a short 
few years Mr. Levinson himself (very obviously modern to-day) may be 
classed with the antiquarians, and his cravings of to-day may be as diluted 
milk compared with the cravings of his own descendants—is he then, 
prepared to found new religions, frame new rituals and arrange new 
serviees for each gencration”? 

The fact is that the (so-called) onward march of “Liberal” Judaism, so 
far from demonstrating the insufficiency of orthodoxy, is really a convinc- 
ing demonstration of the bankruptcy of Reform. Judaism is neither 
conservative nor liberal, it is just Judaism—which is purely and simply 
a mode of life prescribed for the Jew. This mode of life is based on 
essential truths which have not yet been successfully challenged. And 
an essential truth cannot be modernised, reformed or liberalised, because 
it is a stable principle. The attempts made from time to time to 
give its ontward expression a twist of modernity may be compared to the 
playing with drugs. Ove starts with a smal! dose and sooner or later one 
finds oneself landed on the slippery slope which leads to the unknown. 

“A worshipper,” says Mr. Levinson, “yearns for the sincere 
expression of his own inmost thoughts and feelings.” A very beautiful 
sentence—very beautiful indeed, and all will agree with him. But to 
give expression to one’s inmost thoughts itis surely not necessary to 
create specially labelled forms of service or ritual. Wasit not Goethe who 
said that “Fin dankbarer Gedanke gen Hinimel gerichtet ist das schoenste 
Gebet ?” 

Unconsciously your correspondent has hit the mark, Where there 
is areal “ yearning for the sincere expression of one’s inmost thoughts 
and feelings,” neither the building nor the ritual is of much importance ; 
but where that impulse is lacking, neither reform nor liberalism will 
prove of much avail.— Yours obediently,

Jews and Disease. 


— 


LECTURE BY DR. LYLE CAMERON, 


Dr. Lyle Cameron, F.R.C.S., lectured on “ The Susceptibility of Jews 
to certain Diseases” at a meeting of the West End Jewish Literary 
Soeiety, held on Sunday, in the Vestry Room of the New West End 
Synagogue, St. Petersburgh Place, Bayswater. Dr. George E. Spero 
presided. 

There were numerous factors, said Dr. Cameron, which had been 
essential to the preservation of Jewry, such as family life and religion; 
but health had been one of the most important. Jewish racial character- 
istics, too, were of a dominant kind or the race would have been super- 
seded long ago by the numerous nations with which they had, from time 
to time, sojourned and from whom admixtures of varying amount must 
have crept in. “Jews,” he said, “possess a high degree of natural 
resistance to disease caused by microbes or germs. Ordinary septic 
infections trouble them but little. This is a great advantage, as these 
are accountable for many deaths and much ill-health in the world.” 
Jews were highly resistant to malaria and were the best suited of all 
white races to live in malarial districts. With regard to small-pox, 
which he described as one of the most virulent of contagious diseases, 
Jews appeared in no way immune. Jenner’sdiscovery of vaccination was 
hailed with joy by the Rabbis who were among the first to perceive its 
benefit. Rabbi Israel Lipschutz declared that Dr. Jenner had acquired 
salvation by his remedy. Dr. Simeon, of Cracow, in 1804, wrote urging 
all Jews to have their children vaccinated. He later reported having 
performed hundreds of vaccinations without ill effects. Pinchas Elias 
in 1804 urged the operation, defending it on religious grounds and 
stating that the neglect to perform it was equal to manslaughter. 
Dr. Cameron proceeded to discuss briefly the relative frequency with 
which he said insanity occurred among Jews. It had long been held by 
experts that the Jewish race contributed more cases of insanity than any 
other. Studies by A. Pilez in Vienna and C. F. Beadles in London supported 
this view. In 1880 Spitzka, in America, came to the conclusion, after a care- 
ful study of the problem, that the various forms of insanity occurred in 
nearly the same proportions in the Anglo-Saxon, Teutonic and Hebrew 
races. In Germany, in 1909, Sichel, whose deduction was based on the 
Frankfort Hospital for the Insane, found relatively more Jewish inmates 
than the corresponding percentage of the Jewish population of Frankfort. 
This, however, only held good for certain groups of mental disorders. The 
other types revealed a smaller percentage of Jews than non-Jews. Jews, 
he said, had always been considered very prone to diabetes. With regard 
to cancer it had not been definitely shown that Jews were more susceptible 
to this disease than any other white race. 

In the course of the discussion which followed, the Chairman (Dr. 
Spero) wondered whether the strict observance of dietary laws years ago 
was not responsible for the immunity which Jews enjoyed from certain 
Asiatic diseases. 

Dr. Nabarro, thought that Jewish abstemiousness in the matter of 
alcohol enabled Jews to resist diseases prevalent among those whom 
they lived. He thought that so long as the Jewish race adhered to the 
Mosaic Laws as regards food, they were probably more likely to avoid 
certain diseases which their non-Jewish fellows in the same countries 
were prone to. With regard to nervous diseases, the nervous system 
and the mentality of the Jew were of a high order, and more likely to 
break down under considerable stress. Persecution had tended to 
produce this. |

Manchester Area Relief Convention. 


AN IMPRESSIVE GATHERING. 


Some 200 delegates from Lancashire towns assembled at the 
Midland Hotel on Sunday afternoon to attend the Lancashire Area 
Relief Convention organised by the Fedération of Jewish Relief 
Organisat! ns. with the object of raising funds to assist the Federation 
in its work. Councillor S. Finburgh, M.P., presided. 

‘The Cuam™an said that he was glad to see such a very large and repre- 
sentative gathering of Lane ashire Jewry that afternoon. It proved to him 
that the fate of their unfortunate brethren in Eastern Europe was a matter 
which did really interest them, and if they had not done as much in the imme- 
diate past as they might have done, it was certainly not for lack of willingness 
to play their proper part in the great work of relicf. They were assembled 
for the purpose of creating a co-ordinated organisation in Lancashire, whereby 
help of a most practical kind could be given to their suffering brethren. The 
Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations had distributed nearly£5,000 in recent 
months, out of which very respectable sums were allocated to orphanages, 
food kitchens, loan societies, Yeshiboth and other Jewish cultural institutions. 
‘The aim of the Convention would be to secure efficient support of a regular, 
gteady-flowing character. ‘They wanted people to give as much as they could 
afford. ‘The great middle-class had to be reached. He accorded the Chief 
Rabbi, speakers and delegates a hearty welcome. He regretted to have to 
announce that Dr. Jochelman was too indisposed to be with them that 
evening. He was sure it was the wish of the Convention that he should 
express their deepest sympathy and their hope for his speedy recovery. 

Mr. A. M. Kaizer, Secretary of the Federation, then read a number of 
telegrams and messages of sympathy from, among others, the Lord Mayor of 
Manchester, the Mayor of Salford, the Bishop of Manchester, Professor 8. 
Alexander, M.A., D.Litt., Haham Dr, M. Gaster, the Mayor of Chester, the 
Lord Mayor of Liverpool and the Rt. Hon. J. R. Clynes, 


THE CHIEF RABBI'S ADD¥ESS. 
The Cuier RABBI OF THE BRITISH EMPIRE, in the course of his address, 
said that the war, as far as its effects were concerned, had been prolonged for 
the Jews for at least three years after hostilities had ceased between the 
belligerents. They were that length of time behind the rest of the population 
in their return to normality. He, as Chief Rabbi, was particularly concerned 


with the terrible situation in which the Yeshiboth, the Talmudical Colleges, © 


found themselves at the moment. The Yeshiboth were a well-spring of 
Jewish religion, life and learning. All humanity was sailing on the ocean 
of life, and for the Jews there was but one kind of lifebuoy—the Talmud 
Torah. If that was neglected, then there was no hope for them. Would 
these lifebuoys be allowed to go down ? The Yeshiboth and Talmud Torahs 
had to be safeguarded. The Western Jew did not realise the place the Yeshi- 
both occupied in the life of Eastern European Jewish life. It was-equivalent 


to an academy of learning where the highest form of Jewish culture was 


inculcated. He strongly appealed to them to raise as large a sum as 
possible, so that the Federation would be enabled to send regular, sub- 
stantial amounts to these institutions of Jewish learning. 

tABBI Dr, M, EISENSTADT gave an account of the sufferings of the Jews 
in Russia, Poland, Roumania and other Eastern European countries. When sacks 
of flour were sent to Russia not so very long ago the sackings were used up for 
clothing. During the famine the Jewish population had become accustomed 
to a scarcity of bread—they learnt how to hunger. Now bread was plentiful, 
but they had not the means to buy it. It was amazing how much a small 
sum could do to relieve the distress. He had seen a letter received by the 
Federation from a town which had been granted 100 dollars for relief. Tle 
report on the distribution of this money showed that practically the whole 
town had received assistance, and the community had been given a new lease 
of life. In speaking of the Ul riine, he referred to the horrible and unheard of 


TORTURES AND MASSACRINGS 

which had oceurred. Those families which were totally slaughtered were 
the fortunate ones, but where a few children were left behind, their lot 
was indeed terrible. The Jews in happier lands had to accept the 
responsibility of looking after these charges until they became self-supporting 
citizens. ‘There was no hope for the Jews of Eastern Europe unless their 
brethren in England gave them the means to survive the terrible ordeal. 
All avenues of escape were closed against them, there was no haven of refuge. 
If emigration had been possible for these Jewish masses, the necessity of 
seeking relief from abroad would not be so great. Eastern Europe was 
overcrowded, The countries comprising it could not give sustenance to the 
masses they had to support. Hence the catastrophic situation in which their 
unfortunate brethren were involved. He appealed to that very representative 
body of Lancashire Jewry to stand by their afflicted brethren in this crisis. 

Mr. L. Pruicnowsktr, Vice-Chairman of the Federation, recalled that it 
had been said that the recent industrial crisis in England had benefited 
Poland, because more orders were placed there for coal. That was true, but 
he was sorry to say that Jews had received practically no advantage at all. 
Unemployment was rife, large masses of our people were on the verge of 
starvation, and, unless regular and increased support was forthcoming, the 
consequences would be disastrous. He trusted the Convention would result 
in something practical being done. The Federation would be glad to give 
them every assistance to organise themselves. 

Mr. 8. BaLaBan (North Manchester Synagogue) moved the following 
resolution :— 

This Convention, having heard with deep regret of the continued distress 
of our brethren in Eastern Europe, pledges itself to support the Federation of 
Jewish Relief Organisations in Great Britain in its endeavours to raise funds 
to enable that body to continue its beneficent work. It is resolved, therefore, 
that an Area Council be formed, to comprise representatives from each 
Jewish community in Lancashire, the objects of the Council to be: (a) The 
maintenance of propaganda in the Area. (b) The helping of any community 
in the Area whic requires assistance in the work of collection and organisation, 


{c) Theforming of a direct link between the Federation and the constituent 
8 in the Council, ry 


The resolution was ¢arried unanimously, 
Mr. H. GotpENBerG (Manchester Jewish Literary and Social Society) 


moved the formation of a Young Section of the Federation. whch was 
seconded by Mr. S. BLumMEeNTHAL. The motion was also supported by 
Mr. L. Boyars (Manchester), and duly carried. 

On the motion of Mrs. M. M. Conen, seconded by Mrs. LreperMay, it 
was resolved that a Manchester Jewish Ladies’ Committee be formed, 

It was resolved that the Area Council consist of eighteen members ; 
seven to represent Manchester and Salford, and eleven the communities in 
the vicinity. The following were elected to represent the Manchester and 
Salford Hebrew Congregations : Councillor Gouldman, Messrs, 8. Ashkenazie, 
A. A. Benjamin, J.P., Levy Davis, A. M. Sandler, J.P., 8. H. Steinart 
and D. Spiro. Messrs. S. Claff and Hyman Weinberg were elected to 
represent the Southport Hebrew Congregation on the Council. On the motion

Meeting at the Gaiety Theatre. 


Following the Convention, a public demonstration was held at the 
Gaiety Theatre, Peter Street. The hall was overcrowded, and many had to 
be refused admittance. Mr. L. Latrer presided, 

The Chief Rabbi, in the course of his address, said that the Talmudica! 
colleges in the East of Europe filled a place in Jewish life very similar to 
that which Oxford and Cambridge filled in the life of England. These 
colleges and schools were being suppressed. Jewish young men would 
either be brought up with religious knowledge, religious idealism, and religious 
convictions, or they would become Bolsheviks, because revolution was in 
the air. Unless the strongest of all agencies, religion, filled these young men 
with knowledge and reverence for the great and eternal truths of life, no one 
could tell what would happen. The Talmudical colleges were dykes and 
bulwarks against anarchy and revolution. Alluding particularly to the 
difficulties put in the way of religious education for the 3,000,000 Jews in 
Soviet Russia, Dr. Hertz admitted that the Jews enjoyed the same freedom 
as the rest of the Russian population. That meant that if there was oppression 
of the Jews it was not because they were Jews, but because they were 
bourgeois or intellectuals. But there was no religious instruction in Soviet 
Russia, There was a total separation between religious and secular instruc- 
ion in the schools, and religious instruction was forbidden after school hours. 
Therefore it was given to the children at midnight in the cellars and lofts 
or in the forests. There were informers, and some time ago 200 children 
were imprisoned for fourteen days because they would not give away the 
names of the teachers who gave them religious instruction, The fact was 
that Judaism was being strangled, and there was religious persecution, no 
matter how it was camouflaged, as intense almost as at any time in their 
history. 

Addresses were also delivered by Rabbi Dr. 8. Ersenstapt, Rabbi Dr. B. 
Satomon, Rabbi I. I. Yorrey and Rev. 8. M. Lenrman, B.A. A resolution 
was unanimously carried to support the Relief Federation in its work,

Perhaps the most 
interesting of all the exhibits, in these days of limited domestic assistance, 
are the labour-saving devices. To solve the problem of diminishing 
drudgery, enterprising manufacturers have produced appliances which 
will do the work efficiently and with economy of time and effort. 

Some interesting novelties are shown in connection with the tele- 
phone. One of these is the new automatic exchange (which, it is said, is 
already employed in the Epsom district and is shortly to come into more 
general use). 

One of the most interesting exhibits at Olympia is that of the Lord 
Roberts Memorial Workshops, which shows the high standard of work- 
manship and artistic skill attained by the disabled men trained in these 
workshops. Although nine years have now elapsed since the war, there 
are still about 500 men engaged on this work, and could the difficulties of 
preliminary training be overcome, more could be found employment. 


An exhibit at Olympia that can hardly fail to be of interest to our 
readers is that-of the Palestine Arts and Crafts, in the New Hall Gallery. 
Decorated with quite remarkable skill and taste, it displays hand-made 
Jerusalem pottery, Hebron glassware, Palegtinian mother-of-pearl goods, — 
and other novelties from Eretz Yisrael. Mr. T. B. Bruton, who is director 
of this enterprise, was intimately connected with the Palestine Pavilion 
at the British Empire Exhibition, and he has a remarkable knowledge 
and understanding of Palestinian products. A visit to this stall at 
Olympia is almost a duty to all those who are interested in the rebuilding 
of the Land of Israel. 3

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Palestine Problems. 


INTERVIEW FOR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE” 
WITH 


Mr. BERNARD SZEYNBERG. 


R. BERNARD SZEYNBERG, a well-known civil engineer in 
Palestine, is at present on a visit to this country. Mr. 
Szeynberg, who is a Pole by birth and a naturalised 
British subject, bas been domiciled in Eretz Yisrael for 

some three years. He lays claim to no special knowledge or official 

position, and his views are thereby perhaps of greater value, inas- 
much as they may be taken to 
represent the opinions of the 

“man in the street’ in the 

Vishub. 

“The main‘ difficulty under 
which Palestine Jews are labour- 
ing,” said Mr. Szeynberg, “is the 
unsettled nature of their exist- 
ence. Despite the Balfour 
Declaration and the Mandate, for 
economic reasons, few of us can 
feel sufficiently sure of our posi. 
tions not to fear the necessity 
of a new Wanderung. But in 
this connection 1 would like to 
explain that the increase in the 
number of Jews who have re- 
emigrated from Palestine does not in any sense indicate a loss of 
morale, nor is it due to any lack of idealism. Indeed, [f[ 
have never -seen such absolute abnegation, such heroism, as 
has been displayed by Jewish immigrants to Palestine; and those 
who ihave been obliged to leave the country always claim that 
theirs is merely a temporary departure—that they will return as soon 
as they have been able to scrape together sufficient money to do so. 
Three years ago. there was a boom in Palestine. That is now over, but 
had some statesman at that time had the forethought to institute some 
organised effort for the assistance of settlers, we should not be facing 
the present crisis. The opportunity was missed, and no real steps were 
taken to cope with the problem that has now arisen. 


Government Policy and'the Jews. 


“From the point of view of the Jewish inhabitant of the Land of 
Isracl,” continued Mr. Szenynberg, “ the entire régime of the Administra- 
tion is, in my opinion, wrongly conceived. Asan example, the Govern- 
ment revenue is derived from customs duties and from the Osher, a ten 
per cent. tax oncrops. This system is absolutely ruinous for the Jews. 
The immigrant to Palestine is first obliged to import everything he needs, 
and on this he has to pay some 12 or 14 per cent. duty. He must then 
buy land at avery high ‘price, and he must live for another two years 
almost entirely on imports, since for that period his land will not be pro- 
ductive. Then, as soon as he gets his first crop, he must pay 10 per cent. 
on it, and very often the profit on a first crop amounts to no more than 
this figure. 

“ The second difficulty in settling Jews in Palestine lies in the land 
question. Most of the landisthe property of the F ffendis, who very often have 
acquired it on expired mortgages from the peasants, and they let it to the 
Fellaheen on profit-sharing terms. Naturally no intensive cultivation is 
possible under such conditions. Furthermore, since the Effendi gets a 
comparatively high profit on his land whether it is worked or not, he has 
little interest either in selling it or in seeing that it is cultivated. There 
is plenty of land in Palestine not being used, but the system I have 
described has created an artificial state of affairs in which there is,an 
apparent excess of demand for land over the supply. 


The Remedy. 

“ The real remedy,” Mr. Szeynberg went on, “ would be to do away with 
the Osher and substitute a uniform tax on land, whether cultivated or not. 
The effect of this would be that the Arab would go in for intensive culti- 
vation to the best of his ability, and superfluous tracts of land would pass 
almost automatically to the Jews. Customs duties should only be 


imposed on articles likely to be produced in the country itself, 


thus protecting local industry, the balance of revenue to be made 
up by an income tax. If our people are really to be settled on the 
land of their ancestors, it is essential that for the first two or three 
years immigrants should be allowed to import free of all duty such articles 
as building materials, implements for drainage and irrigation, and all 
necessaries for agriculture. The Government’s land policy up to the 
present appears to have been not to grant asingle square foot to the Jews, 
with the exception of one or two concessions. Sir Herbert Samuel’s 
Administration gave the fertile Beth Shan district to a tribe of Bedouins ; 
and it is noteworthy that in many cases where Arabs were granted land 
on easy terms they are now endeavouring to sell the same land to Jews 
at a profit. 

“One begins to wonder,” Mr. Szeynberg said, “ whether the British 
officials in the Palestine Administration are really concerned at all with 
the problem of the establishment of the Jewish National Home. Some 
of them claim to be pro-Zionist; but apparently all they understand by 
Zionism is that Jews should be allowed to come to Palestine and to speak 
Hebrew. It must be admitted, too, that there are so-called Zionists out- 
side Palestine who seem to adopt a similarly half-hearted definition. 


The Zionist Organisation and “Cultural Zionism.” 


“ The general feeling among*Palestinian Jewry,” Mr. Szeynberg went 
on, “is that the Zionist Organisation lays too much stress on ‘ cultural ’

The Personal in Religion. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 
Specially prepared for THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


“ My soul thirsteth for God, for the living God.” —Psalm alii., 2. 


There is a tendency in modern thought inimical to the religions life, 
that treats of God and goodness as abstractions of the mind rather than 
as réalities of experience. This tendency is generally most apparent in 
those ‘who are careful to exclude the emotions from any share in their 
philosophy of life. The coldness of an outlook that is solely intellectua! 
sends back but a hard reflection to the human heart, This is easily 
seen in the course of our relation to our fellows. The misgivings 
of a cold, untrustful temper do not tend to sweeten socia! 
intercourse. It is natural for the cunning to suspect treachery. 
It is.no less natural for the good heart to believe in goodness. 
So from the interpretation that a man is accustomed to place on 
the condnet of his fellows, one may derive a fairly clear impression of 
his own character. And when we take a further outlook upon life, the 
scene that lies before us will also largely find its colour from the tint of our 
own affections, Nor need we fear that these will lead us into illusion or 
cut us off from knowledge of the truth. Truth requires not that we have 
no preferences, but that we have right ones. The true philosophy of life 
makes us free, not by the suppression of any of our faculties, but through 
the harmony of them all. There must bea reciprocation and a response 
between the inner soul and the outward object. The quickness of 
response, the certainty of understanding will depend, not on the coldness 
but on the fixed intensity of the enquiring mind. What can the intellect, 
divorced from the imagination of the heart, see in a human face but an 
outward figure of a certain shape or form ? 


The light of the eyes, the springing tears, the joyful smile, the silent 
prayer will find no answering thought. He who, from a similar 
mechanical standpoint, gazes on the universe without the heart's 
sympathy will find it made up of matter and of motion. One thing stands 
beside another. One change follows another. But for him it is the 
expression of no mind, the outcome of no inspiration. Its space and its 
silence will be without form and void. Darkness will remain for him for 
all time on the face of the deep. No spirit of God will ever move upon 
the surface of its waters. He will never know the Pity, that watches 
over the earthly floods, the Will that flows upon the moving streams. 
Spring grass and autumn forest will show him colours, green and red 
But he will never feel the blush of thought that is on the surface of the 
world’s. loveliness. The only true foundation of life’s philosophy, is to 
understand that a Divine perfection underlies the world, that infinite 
thought and holiness direct its ways, that the universe is but an 
expression of the eternal reality of God, and that He has revealed this 
sense of His presence to loving hearts and to aspiring souls. This 
revelation of the Divine opens for us also new avenues of progress for our- 
selves, which we cannot follow if we confine ourselves to mere increase 
in intellectual attainment. Physical knowledge may indeed increase our 
natural powers. The triumphs of science have detected for us the secret 
of forces that we have been able to bend to our convenience and our service. 
By new skill and enlarged resources we have learned more and more 
of the physical laws of nature. Have they made us nobler in ourselves ? 
Have they elevated the general spirit of our lives? Do they afford any 
guarantee of the attainment of a higher goodness? Is there a laboratory 
that will neutralise the poison of the passions, or a crucible that will melt 
the hardness of the human heart? We are offered, in addition to the 
revelation of science, another kind of knowledge. It is not a revelation 
of things beneath us that we can mould to our will, but of that which is 
above us, “towards which we may aspire and may attain. If love and 
faith be brought into the sphere of human thought, they will show 
us a universe, diviner than we had thought, and fill it with a 
new and ever-increasing glory. If nothing but the sharpness of the 
intellect be brought into it, nothing greater will emerge. Where 
evil already reigns, new knowledge will but offer the means of still more 
potent wickedness. So does gunpowder succeed to sword, and poison-gas 
to gunpowder. The knowledge that will make us better is not of 
things, but of persons, and of the thoughts they think. To the 
merely intellectual mind the source of all things is the lowest of 
them all. Towards it reverence has noplace. Knowledge, divorced from 
faith, may become a passion, an ambition, but not an inspiration. Its 


_ votaries will be impatient of the present, contemptuous of the past, and 


hopeless of the future. On the other hand, modesty and humility 
are expressions of a secret worship in the heart. They are the 
natural homage to the overshadowing presence of the Almighty in 
His world. Apart from God, we lose our true proportions. 
When faith recedes, reverence declines. Not only reverence for 
the Divine but the recognition of human excellence gradually loses 
its quickness. Our feelings for it become changed and lowered. 
We lose heart in our search for it. When we relax the tension 
of aspiration we loosen the cords of mutual attraction. It is when 
we can lift our eyes together to the heights, that our souls can 
cling the more closely together. It is faith that marks the true dignity 
and hopefulness of human affection, for it reveals man made in the image 
of his Maker. Here is a casket of immortal power, an opportunity of 
service of a spiritual infinitude. Here isa man who has his foot upon 
the steps of the ascent to God. The ultimate vision shall justify the love 
aad faith that by a golden chain bound soul to soul.

Rabbi Wise Re-elected. 


The American Jewish Congress, at its concluding session in Washing. 
ton, decided to issue an appeal to the public opinion of the world with 
reference to the maltreatment of Jews in Roumania. It also welcomed 
the formation of the Jewish Agency and arranged to participate in the 
Congress for Jewish Rights to be held in Europe next month. Rabbi 
Stephen 8. Wise was re-elected President of the Congress. 


Judge Julian W. Mack, Judge of the Federal Circuit Court of Appeal, 
has been unanimously elected Chairman of the Board of Trustees of the 


Jewish Institute of Religion, to succeed the retiring Chairman, Dr. Lee 
K. Frankel. 


American Immigration Laws. 
Polish Rabbis’ Plight. 
[From our Correspondent.) WASHINGTON. 


Protests have been made by Congressman Dickstein against the action 
of the American Consul at Warsaw in delaying the granting of visas to the 
wives and children of Rabbis who entered the United States prior to July 
ist, 1924. The exemption from the quota of the wives and children of these 
Rabbis was assured by the Dickstein Bill passed by Congress last summer. 
Polish Rabbis who wish to emigrate to the United States have been 
placed in an impossible position as a result of a demand just made by the 
United States Consul-General that they must produce a certificate from 
a rabbinical seminary together with documents showing that they have 
held a post as Rabbi for at least two years. Unless they produce such 
documents, he will refuse to issue the special visa provided under the 
United States Immigration Laws for ministers of religion, exempting them 
from the quota regulations. None of the Polish Rabbis have studied at 
rabbinical seminaries, and they are therefore unable to comply with the 
demand, 


NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


SABBATH "T1775, Exodus xxxviii, 21, to end of Book. 


Exodus xxxviii, 21. “ These are the accounts.” There is a distinction 
between the two Hebrew words 37H and “BO. The latter refers to the 
process of counting, while the former denotes the ascertaining of the total. 
The opening words of the Sedrah therefore mean “ These are the totals 
in connection with the Tabernacle.” 

“ Even the tabernacle of the testimony.” This designation occurs again 
only in Num. i, 50, 53, x, 11. It was called by this name because it was the 
depository of “the two tables of the testimony ” (Exod. xxxi, 18) on which 
the Decalogue was inscribed, in accordance with the command, “ And thou 
shalt put into the ark the testimony which I shall give thee” (xxv, 16). 

Verse 24. The amount of gold contributed was “twenty and nine 
talents, and seven hundred and thirty shekels, after the shekel of the 
Sanctuary.” A talent equalled 3,000 shekels. “The shekel of the 
Sanctuary " was mentioned in xxx., 13, in connection with the census of 
the people, and is there defined as “ twenty gerahs.” What these weights 
were cannot be determined with absolute precision. The shekel of the 
Maccabean period which has been discovered may have differed consider- 
ably from that of the earlier age. An'‘approximate calculation can, how- 
ever, be attempted on the basis of known data. Thechief clue we have is 
the tradition preserved in the Mishnah (Bechoroth viii., 7), that the pay- 
ment of the shekel in the Temple was according to the standard of the 
Tyrian coinage. If this means that the sacred shekel was the equivalent 
of the Phoenician shekel, we know that the weight of the latter was 224 
grains. This estimate is confirmed by the Biblical definition “twenty 
gerahs.” The term “gerah” is translated by obolos in the Septuagint, 
and in the Targum by NY which was equal to the obol. The weight of 
the obol was about eleven and a fifth grains; so twenty gerahs, on this 
calculation, would likewise bring us to the figure 224. Accordingly the 
shekel of the Sanctuary was six grains, heavier than the English half- 
crown, It has been calculated that the amount of gold specified in this 
verse would be worth about £160,000. 

Verse 25. The quantity of silver derived from the half-shekel 
amounted to over 140,000 ounces. In addition to this, silver was 
contributed voluntarily (see xxxv., 24), but the total is not given. 

Verse 26. The number of adult Israelites agrees with the total stated 
in Numbers i., 46; but from the latter passage we learn that the Levites 
were not included in the census, because they were reckoned from “a 
month old and upward,” and not from the age of twenty years. They 
numbered twenty-two thousand (idid., iii., 39). The problem raised by 
these large totals will be discussed on a future occasion. 

Verse 29. The bronze weighed about three tons. There is no 
mention made in the following verses of the laver, which was also cast 
of bronze. The probable reason is that the metal for this object came 
from a special source, and was, perhaps, donated specifically for that 
purpose, viz., “the mirrors of the serving women that did service at the 
door of the tent of meeting” (verse 8 above). 

The Sedra of the week concludes the Book of Exodus, and it is the 
practice in the synagogue for the congregation to stand while the last 
verse is recited and then exclaim : PINNI PIN PIN, “ Be strong, be strong, 
and let us strengthen one another.” One of the earliest writers to record 
the custom is Abraham ben Nathan, of Lunel, known as Hayarchi, who 
lived at the end of the twelfth century. In his Sefer Hamanhig, he men- 
tions this practice among the Jews of France and Provence, and suggests 
that it had its origin in the exhortation addressed to Joshua, “Only be 
strong . . . this book of the law shall not depart out of thy mouth” (Josh. 
L., 7, 8). The exclamation, accordingly, is a cry of encouragement to 
Reader and Congregation to continue the reading of the Torah, so that 
the annual cycle, begun in the remote past, shall remain unbroken. 


Fourteen Jews are threatened with deportation on the grounds of 
unlawful entry into the United States on a smugglers’ boat. A repre- 
sentative of the /ias is investigating the case. 


Jewish Farms in America. 


Growth of Agricultural Population. 


The progress of the Jewish farm movement in the United States is 
described in the twenty-second annual report of the Jewish Agricultural 
Society. The Jewish farm population of the United States has grown 
from barely a thousand in 1900 to an estimated population of over 75,000 
in 1927. One million acres are being farmed by Jews, and the real estate 
and personal property value of their holdings are over 100,000,000 dollars. 
The Society's Farm Labour Department placed 588 men as farm workers 
during last year, and farm employment has been obtained for 15,510 
Jewish young men since 1908. During the past nine years farms were 
found for 848 families, of whom 398 received loans. 

The Jewish Agricultural Society publishes the “ Jewish Farmer,” the 
only Yiddish agricultural magazine in the world, and co-operates with 


other Jewish organisations to advance the social and rdligious amenities 
of rural life.

Christian Fund for Jewish Relief.

Cardinal's Appeal. 


Ata public meeting organised by the American Christian Fund for 
Jewish Relief,in Philadelphia, representatives of the Catholic, Protestant 
and Jewish faiths pledged their support for the Fund. Cardinal 
Do ugherty, head of the Reman Catholic Church in Philadelphia, said 
that the movement was discharging a duty that Christians owed to Jews 
for unjust persecution and for the Jewish contribution to modern 
civilisation. 


The Jew as a Soldier. 


Statistics Published in Germany. 


The SCHILD, the organ of the Federation of Jewish Ex-soldiers in 
Germany, has published an article tracing the history of the Jews as 
soldiers. Between 1900 and 1909, it states, 170,244 Jews were in the 
Russian army. According to official figures, there were at the outbreak 
of the Great War 400,000 Jews who had served in the Russian army, 
and the. general mobolisation brought the figure .up to 600,000, about 
sixteen per cent. of the total Jewish population. In Germany there were 
over 100,000 Jews in the army during the war; in Austria 300,000; and in 
the rest of Europe and in Turkey about 200,000 ; so that, without counting 
those Jews who had foughtin the American army, there were a quarter 
of a million Jews on active service. 

The SCHILD goes on to say that Tsar Nicholas I., who, one hundred 
years ago, issued .the famous Ukase under which children were com. 
pelled to serve in the Russian army, himself acknowledged the bravery 
and loyalty of the Jewish soldiers, and evidence shows that in all times 
and in all countries Jews have proved themselves good and loyal soldiers. 


The Spinoza Anniversary. 
- — 
Memorial at the Hague. 


A congress, in memory of the 250th anniversary of the death of 
Baruch Spinoza, has been held at the Hague. Many eminent scholars 
and thinkers of European fame gave addresses on the life and work of the 
philosopher. Queen Wilhelmina of Holland, and the Governments of 
Italy and Poland, sent representatives to the meeting. 

A memorial tablet bas been placed in the New Church at the Hague 
where Spinoza was buried, and an exhibition of his works has been 
opened at the Domus Spinozana. 


The League and Roumanian Jews. 


Revision of Teotu Trial. 


[From our Correspondent. | BUCHAREST. 


The Minorities Commission of the International League of Nations 
Union bas decided to deal with the questions of the position of the Jews 
in Roumania, the minorities in Constantinople and the Staateniose at its 
next session in Berlin. 

The Roumanian Prime Minister, General Averescu, has asked for the 
papers in the trial of the student Teotu, who was acquitted last week on 
the charge of murdering the Jewish student, David Falik in Czernowitz 
last November. It is believed that the Premier intends to order a _revi- 
sion of the trial. | . 

Widespread anti-Semitic disturbances followed the acquittal of Teotu, 
and anti-Semitic students were encouraged by the statement of the 
Minister of the Interior, that Teotu is a national hero. - 

The Roumanian King has just established an endowment fund to 
provide assistance for students who are in need, and hopes this will 
result in the creation of a better spirit among all religious groupings. 


Joint Foreign Committee. 


Roumanian Press Statement Denied. 


The Joint Foreign Committee informs us that Roumanian newspapers 
have given publicity to a telegram from Berne, dated February 12th, in 
which an alleged statement of the Roumanian Minister in Switzerland, 
Mr. Petrescu-Comnéne, is reported, to the effect that all the information 
published by the foreign press concerning the anti-Jewish disorders in 
Roumania is inaccurate, and that both Mr. Colban, the Director of the 
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Minorities Section in the League of Nations, and Mr. Victor Jacobsohn, 
representing the Zionists, who have lately visited Roumania, have con- 
vinced themselves that “the attacks on Roumania were unjustifiable.” 
The Joint Foreign Committee have made enquiries in ‘reliable quarters, 
and they are able to state positively that neither Mr. Colban nor Mr. 
Jacobsohn has expressed any opinion regarding the situation in Roumania 
or the attacks on the Jews. 


Federation of Polish lews in Great Britain. 


Reports of Delegates.

53,935 emigrants left for Frauce, 43,065 for Germany, 999 for 
Denmark, 1,596 for Belgium, and 1,522 for other European countries. In 
addition, 37,784 emigrants went to countries overseas, including 5,143 to 
the United States, 14,163 to Canada, 8,917 to the Argentine, 1,935 to 
Brazil, 6,170 to Palestine, and 1,456 to other countries.

Zionism and not enough on the economic problem of building up the 
country. As far as cultural achievements go, Palestine has worked 
wonders. In an independent and self-supporting country like Ireland, 
the inhabitants have not been able to accomplish the revival of their native 
tongue ; whereas in Palestine all the younger generation speak Hebrew 
exclusively, and the new immigrants within a year or two learn sufficient 
of our ancient language to carry on all their ordinary business through 
that medium. But the Yishud feel that ‘Cultural Zionism’ means no 
more than the creation of a new Ghetto, and it is the Jewish State for 
which they are hoping and working. 


A Beal Arab Question. 


“A few years ago,” Mr. Szeynberg said, “the Press was full of the 
‘Arab Question.’ To-day there is no Arab Question, but there can be 
little doubt that one is coming. Jewish money is being poured into Arab 
pockets, and the Government, with revenue mainly derived from the 
Jews, is establishing Arab schools. It is the Jews who are creating the Arab 
soul; and in fifteen years’ time they will have created a real Arab 
Question. Why should the Jews come to Palestine and insist on giving 
to people things that they do not want? If the Arabs had any real 
desire for education they could organise it and pay for if themselves. 
The early settlers in America did not attempt to foist on the Red Indians 
an alien and unwanted civilisation. The endeavour to raise the mental 
and economic standards of the Arab might be reasonable if it was our aim 
to set up a few Jewish shopkeepers in Palestine to make a living out of 
the natives ; it is certainly not the way to establish the Jews as farmers 
and artisans in the Land of Israel.” ‘

SPEFCHES BY SIR HERBERT SAMUEL AND LORD ALLENBY. 


A large gathering assembled on Thursday in last week at the Suffolk 
Galleries, Haymarket, when a reception, organised by the Central Keren 
Hayesod Committee of the English Zionist Federation, was given in honour 
of Mr. Nahum Sokolow. 

The Right Hon. Sir HerBeERT SAMvuEL, G.B.E., who presided, said 
that Mr. Sokolow was continually travelling all over the world for 
the sake of the Cause to which he was so deeply and devotedly attached. 
Some people travelled in one commodity, others in another, but Mr. 
Sokolow was travelling in the most valuable commodity of all. He was 
travelling in ideas. What men did depended upon what they thought, 
and what they thought depended upon the information, guidance 
aud stimulus given them. Mr. Sokolow was one of those men 
who moulded opinions. They therefore ought to be grateful for the intel- 
lect, capacity, eloquence, and linguistic power of men like Mr. Sokolow, 
who had devoted his life to propagating the Movement. The success 
that had attended the great enterprise in Palestine was due, he sug- 
gested, to three main factors. One was that there had been established in 
Palestine under the wgis of Great Britain an era of peace and adminis- 
trative progress; that had made possible the second element, which was 
the painstaking, self-sacrificing, and heroic work of the Jewish men and 
women ; and the third element was the support received from outside. The 
time would come when Palestine would be self-supporting, but that might 
be a long while hence. He (the speaker) did not think that in the whole 
history of the modern world there was any example of a language which 
had died, except for ecclesiastical or religious purposes, and had again 
taken its place among thé active spoken languages of the world. The 
Hebrew language had preserved its moral purpose. Mr. Sokolow 
was an historian of Zionism, and he had written a great history 
in two volumes which would be a permanent record of the Move- 
ment of recent date. But Mr. Sokolow had done more than write the 
history of Zionism, he had been one of those who had been active in helping 
to make that history. He had been President of the Executive of the Zionist 
Organisation, had given it his wise counsel, and had helped to steer the 
Organisation through great crises. They welcomed hinf there that night, 
and they congratulated him upon the success of his journeys in America, 
South Africa, and many other parts of the world. They thanked him, 
too, for all he had done for the Movement in the past, and they anticipated 
with equal gratitude the continuation of his work in the future. : 

Lord ALLENBY, who was cordially received, said that when a new 
railway was laid they turned the first sod. He had had the honour of 
turning the first sod on the way to Jerusalem, but that was all the 
merit he could claim. The engineer of that railway was the Zionist 
Organisation, and the Executive and the Directors had been Sir Herbert 
Samuel, Mr. Sokolow’ and others who had helped them. It was easy 
enough to carry through a campaign when one had the men and 
munitions, but it was difficult to build up a ruined country. After he had 
done the first bit of work in Palestine he handed it over to Sir Herbert 
Samuel, aud they all knew the mavnificent work he had done. It was 
necessary in Palestine and in the Near East that they should live in 
peace. Mr. Sokolow and Sir Herbert Samuel had assured them that 
Palestine would be a centre of peace. He hoped that that peace would 
spread from Palestine and Syria throughout the world. 

Lt.-Commander KENWORTHY, M.P., said that a few days previously 
he had returned from America, where he met literally thousands of Jews, 
all, with few exceptions, Zionists. The influence of Jews in the United 
States would be a great contribution to the whole cause of Zionism, 
which, as the Genera! had told them, was the cause of world peace. 

The Rev. J. K. GOLDBLOOM, in an address in Hebrew, extended a 
welcome to the principal guests. 

Mr. SOKOLOW said that he was deeply moved by their kindness in 
arranging that reception forhim. It was an historical evening because 
of the presence of the two gentlemen who represented the Palestine of 
to-day—the Palestine of the British Mandate and the Palestine of the 
Jewish National Home. The British Mandate was a unity. He could not 
imagine the British Mandate without the Jewish National Home, nor 
could he imagine the Jewish National Home, under present conditions, 
without the British Mandate. It was almost impossible to realise that he 
had been sitting between those two men, whom he regarded as symbols— 
the symbol of Great Britain taking Palestine under its influence and intoits 
sphere, and the symbol of its first Jewish High Commissioner. The differ- 
ence between the orthodox Jews and the Zionists, Mr. Sokolow continued, 
was that whereas the Orthodox Jews appreciated the Jewish past in 
Palestine and worked also for its future, the Zionists regarded the present 
as of equal importance. There were voices raised among the more 
enthusiastic Zionists against the apparent preference given by the 
Zionist Organisation to the raising of funds as compared with the 
Spiritual values of Zionism. That, he assured them, was not the case, 
It did not mean that because they now travelled about the world 
for the sake of raising funds for the Keren Hayesod, they were less 
interested in spiritual Zionism than before. It was just- because they were 
imbued with Jewish idealism that they had todo the rough work in 
order to create a centre for Jewish life in Palestine. He hoped 
that the time would come when the British Government would help them 
more and more to build up Palestine. But they ought to remember that 
Palestine could not be built up by anybody, but by the Jewish people 
themselves. The main principle of Zionism was self-help, and it would 
be of great value to Palestine if it could be built up by Jewish strength, 

Jewish capital, Jewish enthusiasm, and Jewish ideas. Mr. Sokolow 
spoke of his recent visit to France and of his interview with the 
President of the French Republic. The President was interested 
in the political situation in Palestine and in the revival of the 
Hebrew language. The Jewish people of France were more and 
more interested in the Movement. The Jewish people were much in 
the eyes of the world, because they were doing something wonderful, 
and that was why they must build up Palestine by themselves. In 
Sppealing for help for the Movement, Mr. Sokolow said that there ought

In addition to the things he had already accomplished, & far 
greater task awaited Sir Herbert, and that was to win over the English 
Jews for Zionisin. 

Mr. A. Luptow seconded the vote, which was Carried ‘with 
acclamation. 


MR. SOKOLOW IN LIVERPOOL. 

Mr. Nahum Sokolow visited Liverpool on Sunday last. A reception 
was held at the Zionist Hall under the auspices of the Zionist Central 
Council. Mr. J. H. HAYES, M.P., presided. 

Mr. SoKOLOW said that the National Movement was not working for 
one section of Jewry only. The historic claims of the whole of the Jewish 
people had becn recognised. When people went to settle in the Jewish 
National Hlome they were not asked whether they belonged to the 
Zionist Organisation. They were Jews and the country was to become 
n Jowish National Home and not a Zionist National Home. Itshould be 
the business of Jews all over the world to support the Movement. 

Lient. Coramander J. M, KENWORTHY, M.P., said that in December 
last he had paid an all too brief visit to Palestine. The work being done 
by the Zionists in Palestine was magnificent, and was of the greatest 
importance for the future. 

On the motion of Mr. H. ROSKIN, seconded by the Rev. LEWIS 
PHILLIPS, thanks were accorded to Mr. Sokolow and Commander 
Kenworthy, 

Inthe evening a Zionist demonstration was held at the Futurist 
Cinema, Lime Street. Mr. Nahum Sokolow was the principal speaker. 
Mr. Bertram B. Benas, B.A., LL.B., presided. 

The following resolution, moved by Mr. N. I. ADLER and seconded 
by the Rev. IZAK GOLLER, was carried: 


That this meeting of Liverpool Jewry places on record its implicit contidence 
in our leaders, Nahum Sokolow and Dr. Chaim Weizmann, and pledges itself to 
raise the sum of £2,000 during the coming year for the Aecren Hayesod. 


Mr. SOKOLOW said he was there to ask for a loan from one Jewish 
gencration to another Jewish generation, one which the next generation 
would repay with high interest. Palestine would be a work done by the 
Jewish people, and according to that work so would they be judged by 
the nations of the world. 

A vote of thanks to Mr. Sokolow and Rabbi I. J. Unterman was 
moved by Mr, Eli Morris and seconded by Mr. 8. 8. Silverman, who also 
expressed appreciation of the presence of Miss Sokolow. The motion 
was carried. 

Thanks were accorded to Mr. Benas for presiding on the motion of 
Mr, David Gold, seconded by Mr. 8. Crystal. 

SIR LESLIE SCOTT'S VIEWS.

scattered over all the countries of the world, with all their diversities of 
climate and circumstance. It is no doubt to a great extent the inspiration of 
its history which has helped to preserve the Jewish sense of Nationality, which 
is so striking a characteristic. 

Tam glad to think that there is now a Palestine Committee in the House of 
Commons, to which, as you know, I belong. It may be helpful should any 
difficulties arise, which [ trust may never be the case.

QUESTIONS IN PARLIAMENT. 


In the House of Commons last Monday, Mr. AMERY, in reply to Col. 
J.C, Wepewoop (Lab.), said the system of voting is not strictly speaking 
on a communal basis. Voting will be by proportional representation 
from a single list of candidates without distinction of community, but in 
certain municipal areas it is provided that the seats on the Council shall 
be held in proportion to the strength of the different communities, and 
for this purpose separate community registers will be kept. There is, in 
any case, no question of the Colonial Office insisting on any particular type 
of franchise under the very varied conditions of different colonies and 
dependencies. 

EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY AND FAIR WAGES CLAUSE. 
Col. WEDGWooD then asked the Colonial Secretary if he cayld state 


when he anticipated that a law enforcing employers liability for accidents 
would be passed into law in Palestine. 


Mr. AMERY: A Workmen’s Compensation Ordinance has recently 


been enacted in Palestine, which imposes liabilities on employers of 
certain classes of workmen who are injured in the course of and as a 
result of their employment. Before considering whether any further 
legislation is desirable, I should wish to have experience of the working 
of this Ordinance, 

Col. WEDG WOOD also asked the Colonial Secretary whether he would 
make inquiries as to the practicability and desirability of a fair wages 
clause in work done by or for the Palestinian Government in Palestine. 

Mr. AMERY: I have already made inquiries on the subject. The 
High Commissioner for Palestine is keenly alive to the necessity of 
ensuring that his Government shall lead the way in promoting better 
conditions of labour in that country, but he points out that the interpre- 
tation of any fair wages clauses would give rise to great difficulties where 
the standards of living and efficiency are so widely divergent between 
different sections of the population. 

Col. WEDGWoOoD: Is the High Commissioner aware of the necessity 
of paying wages at which is possible for a Jew to live as well as an Arab? 

Mr. AMERY: I think he is fully alive to the necessity of so arranging 
things that beth sections of the community can get employment at a fixed 
standard of wages clause in certain contracts. 


TRADE BETWEEN PALESTI‘E AND BRITAIN. 


Commander J. M. KeNwortny (Lab.; Hull, C.), asked the Parliamen- 
tary Secretary to the Overseas Trade Department, if he would state 
what trade representatives there were in Palestine, and what steps his 
department was taking to encourage trade between Palestine and the 
» hited Kingdom. 

Mr, A. M. SAMUEL: By courtesy of the Palestine Government the 
Department of Overseas Trade corresponds on matters of commercial 
intelligence with the Director of Customs and Excise and Trade in 
Jerusalem. The Department of Overseas Trade supplies traders in this 
country with information as to any openings for business in Palestine 
which may come to its notice and affords them every assistance in its 
power. 


Federation of Women Zionists. 
THE GARDEN FETE. 


The garden féte, under the auspices of the Federation of Women 
Zionists, to be held at the residence of Sir Herbert and Lady Samuel, is 
definitely fixed for July 6th and 7th. Mrs. Goodman, a member of the 
Presidium of the Women’s International Zionist Organisation, and acting 

| Chairman of the Garden Féte Committee, told a 
representative of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE that she 
would like to make the objects of the féte quite 
clear to our readers. The féte is in aid of 
the Welfare Work for Women and Children in 
Palestine. The funds raised by the Federation, 
which is the English constituent of the Women’s 
International Zionist Organisation, are obtained 
mainly by such functions. The coming féte is the 
chief event in this country for the year, by means 
of which the Federation raise their annual budget. 
And what are the prospects? “At the féte held in 
1925, at Caen Wood Towers, the residence of Sir 
Robert and Lady Waley Cohen,” observed Mrs. 
Goodman, “ the Federation made nearly £3,000, and 
it is hoped now to raise a similar sum if the requirements in Palestine 
are to be met. 

“The patrons,” said Mrs. Goodman, “are The Chief Rabbi and 
Mrs. Hertz, Lord Balfour, the Marquis and Marchioness of Reading, the 
Right Hon. David Lloyd George, Sir Herbert Samuel, Sir Robert and 
Lady Waley Cohen, Sir Wyndham Deedes, Sir Hugo and Lady Hirst, 
Sir Alfred Mond, Sir Lewis and Lady Richardson, the Right Hon. Philip 
and Mrs. Snowden, Dr. Weizmann, Mr, O. E. d’ Avigdor Goldsmid, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Gastave Tuck. The Organising Committee consists of Lady 
Samuel, Hon. President; Mrs. Hertz, Mrs. Weitzmann, and Mrs. 
James de Rothschild, Honorary Vice-Presidents; Mrs. I. Sieff and 
myself, Joint Chairmen; Mrs. I. Joseph, Hon. Treasurer; and Mrs. 
L. Eiton, Hon. Secretary. Further, we have an Executive Committee 
consisting of Mesdames M. Epstein, 8. Marks, S. Rowson, and E. 
Snowman.” 

“The appeal we make,” continued Mrs. Goodman, “is not merely to 
Zionist supporters. All interested in Palestine, above all, in women’s and 
children’s welfare work in Palestine, are ipso facto our supporters. All 
those who have been to Palestine, even if they come back unconvinced as 
Zionists, yet have never failed to be tremendously impressed with the 
work being done in connection with women’s and children’s welfare, and 
there is universal agreement as to the need of the work for which the 
Women's International Zionist Organisation is responsible. Wehaye now 
three Infant Welfare Centres in Tel-Aviv, thanks to the public spirit 
and generosity of the women in Australia and New Zealand, 
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which are of inestimable benefit to the rising generation. The Hostel 
at the Port of Jaffa, which we erected at the cost of £6,000, is giving girls 
training in practical and theoretical household and small scale agricultural 
work, while our Agricultural School at Nahalal is now recognised as the 
most important institution of its kind in Palestine. This was established 
by the Canadian women, It is to meet the cost of maintaining this 
valuable work that the Garden Féte we are planning will be held.” 

“We have just set up,” observed Mrs. Goodman, “an educational 
centre in Vienna to propagate the national idea among Jewish women on 
the Continent. We are also in contact with Jewish women in all parts of 
Europe and all over the world. Thus we are committed toa very valuable 
and extensive programme and we need all the financial support our 
branches can give us. The function we are organising is being helped by 
a body of workers representative of the womanhood of the community. 
We are very pleased for instance that the Union of Jewish Women has 
decided to co-operate with us as a body, and will hold a stall at the Féte. 


We hope that the community will continue to support us whole- 
heartedly.”

THE FORTHCOMING ZIONIST CONGRESS. 

A meeting of the United Shekel Committee was held on Wednesday in 
last week, at the offices of the English Zionist Federation. The Com- 
mittee consists of representatives of the English Zionist Federation, the 
Order of Ancient Maccabeans, the Mizrachi, Poale Zion, Federation of 
Women Zionists, and the Association of Young Zionist Societies. The 
Rev. J. K. Goldbloom (Chairman) presided. 

The Secretary, Mr. H. J. Morgenstern, reported on the arrange- 
ments for Shekel week—the week of P’arshas Shekalim, March 5th to llth 
—during which the current Shekel campaign will be inaugurated. Despite 
the intrinsic importance of the Shekel as the basis of the Zionist Organi- 
sation and the Congress, there had been no concentrated Shekel effort in 
this country for some considerable time, and in view of the fact that the 
current year was a Congress year—arrangements having been made to 
convene the Congress in August--it had been decided that the week of 
Parshas Shekalim should be set aside for commencing the Shekel campaign 
and that all other Zionist activities should be suspended during that week. 
The branches of the Crganisations named had been duly informed and the 
United Shekel Committees, where such existed, and other Zionist bodies, 
had been asked to proceed without delay with their arrangements for 
the week. 

As regards London, arrangements had been made by the Central United 
Shekel Committee for a public meeting to be held on March 9th, at which 
CouncillorS. Finburgh, M.P., would preside, and the speakers would include 
representatives from all the Organisations represented on the Committee. 
It was also reported that the English Zionist Federation had made a grant 
from its funds of £50 towards the expenses of the Shekel campaign, and 
that the Synagogue Council of the Federation were making arrangements 
for a large number of London synagogues to be addressed on Sabbath 
Shekalim by speakers who would dwell on the importance of the Shekel 
and the Zionist Congress. It was likewise decided to circularise ministers 


’ and preachers, asking them to refer to the Shekel in the course of their 


sermons on Sabbath Shekalim, and that a special leaflet suitable for 
distribution to children attending Talmud Torah and Religion Classes, be 
prepared, 


The Jewish Agency. 

Mr. J. Hodess delivered an address on the Jewish Agency last Monday 
evening to the Young Maccabeans. He submitted that the extension of 
the Agency was desirable for three reasons, national, political and 
economic. From the national point of view it was imperative to have 
aS Many organised groups as possible sharing the national responsibility 
for building up the Jewish National Home in Palestine. Jews prepared to 
co-operate in that work, whether they called themselves Zionists or not, 
provided they accepted as an article of faith the establishment of the 
Jewish National Home as set out in the Palestine Mandate, were to be 
welcomed as a national asset. From the political view-point, it was 
obvious that an extended Agency would possess more influence in political 
spheres. It was amazing that the very people who always accentuate 
the political side of Zionism, failed to appreciate the political 
importance of an extended and stronger Agency. The economic 
advantage of an enlarged Agency need scarcely be emphasised. 
Referring to the objections in some quarters to the extension on the 
ground that the inclusion of Jews who did not avow Zionism might prove 
a danger to the purity of the Zionist idea, the lecturer said that the fears 
were exaggerated. Of course, every new effort involved a certain amount 
of danger, but since when have Zionists become so faint-hearted? Zionism 
would be a poor Cause if it could not hold its own even in “mixed” com- 
pany, poorer still must be its adherents who were obsessed by the fear 
of being swamped by non-Zionists. A heated discussion followed. 


Keren Hayesod. 

The Central Keren Hayesod Committee met last Sunday at 75, Great 
Russell Street, under the chairmanship of Mr. Victor Gollancz. The 
financial statement showed that the receipts of the Keren Hayesod for the 
period February Ist to 24th amounted to £1,313 4s.

Cuder the auspices of the North London District Keren Hayesod 
Council, a larce and enthusiastic audience witnessed the film, “ Young 
Pale-tine : Prete Yisrael in 1926,” last Sunday, at the Blue Hall Cinema, 
Islington. Dayan Dr. A. Feldman was in the chair. Mr. B. Kyanski, B.A., 
said th: re everyone would agree that there was a new spirit in Zionism, 
the spirit of vouth that pervaded the Movement. The Jew now had the 
opp xtunit y of showing the world his national ideas and his national 
genius. For centuries the Jew had -been an imitator; now he was a 
creator. The Jewish youth had readily sacrificed everything and had 
flocked to Palestine to assist to build up the country. The speaker gave 
an outline of Acren Hayesod activities in the upbuilding of the land, in the 
sphere of industry and commerce.

PLEA FOR EQUAL TREATMENT. 

Kepresentatives of the Colonists, Industrialists, Merchants, Artisans, 
Polish, and other Immigrants’ Associations in Palestine have held a 
meeting at Tel-Aviv, at which they decided to establish a National Jewish 
Party. The new Party will co-operate with the Zionist Organisation 
urging it to take equal care of all classes and groups in Jewry without 
giving preference to any of them.

The Executive of the newly fermed Party has been instructed to 
demand from the Jewish Agency that three representatives of the new 
Party —one agriculturist, one merchant, and one industrialist—should be 
attached to the Agency's Commission of Experts when it arrives in 
Palestine.

£400 had been received. During the meeting Mrs. Goldwater handed Mr. 
Cassenbaum a cheque for £200 collected by the Ladies’ Guild, and later it 
was announeed that a further £250 had been promised by members 
present.

H. Nurick, Chairman; L. Eisen, Treasurer; H. Norman, A.C.A., Hon. 
Secretary and Marriage Secretary ; J. Green, F.C.A., Hon. Auditor: and 
a committee of sixteen.

Puree of Brussels Sprouts. 


irussels sprouts, 1 Ib. Flour, 1 
Stock, 3 pints. Margarine, 1 oz. 


One onion (medium size). Seusoning. 

WASH and prepare the sprouts. Cut up the onion. Bring the stoek 
to the boil; put in the sprouts and onion, add a pinch of carbonate of 
soda, and cook gently until the sprouts are quite tender. Then rub 
through a sieve. Melt the margarine in a saucepan, stir in the flour 
smoothly, then gradually add the sieved sprouts. Stir till boiling, and 
simmer for afew minutes. Add salt and pepper to taste, and serve very hot. 


Beetroot Soup. 
Margarine, 1 oz. 
Small head of celery. 
Salt and pepper. 


One cooked beetroot 
imedium size).

MiLT the margarine in a saucepan, stir in the flour smoothly, and 


gradually add the stock, Stir till it boils. Shred the beetroot and 
eelery, and add tothe soup. Simmer for three-quarters of an hour, then 
rub through a sieve. Season with salt and pepper; re-heat, and serve 
with crofitons of fried bread. 


Tomato Soup. 
Tomatoes, 1 Ib. Dripping, 1 oz. 
Three or four onions. Sago, 1 ozs. 
Stock, 24 pints. Salt and pepper. 
One carrot. 

Pee. and cut up the onions small. Slice the tomatoes. Grate the 
carrot. Melt the dripping in a saucepan, add the onion, and fry tilla 
golden brown. Then pour on’ the stock. Add the tomatoes and grated 
carrot, and cook gently for forty minutes; then rub through a sieve. 
Return to the sancepan, and add salt and pepper to taste. Bring to the 
boil, then sprinkle in the sago, and simmer gently for a quarter of an 
hour.

Water, 4 pints. Margarine, 2 ozs, 
One large carrot. JF iour, 2 ozs. 
One large turnip. Salt and pepper. 
Head of celery. Port wine. 
Two onions. ; 

JOINT the tail. Prepare the vegetables and slice them. Melt some 
dripping in a saucepan, and fry the meat and vegetables until lightly 
browned. Then add the water, salt, peppercorns and bay leaf. Bring 
to the boil, and simmer for four honrs. Strain the soup and leave till 
cold. Remove the fat. Melt the margarine in a saucepan, stir in the 
flour, and cook till the flour is lightly browned. Then gradually add 
the soup, stirring till it boils. Add some small dice of cooked carrot and 
turnip anid the smaller joints of the ox-tail. Sinimer for a few minutes, 
Stir in a wine-glass of port wine, and serve.

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Prize Distributions. 


South-East London Synagogue Classes. 


Last Sunday, the annual distribution of prizes to the pupils of the 
Hebrew and Religion Classes, was held in the Synagogue, New Cross 
Road. The Rev. A. A. GREEN presided, and Mrs. Green distributed the 
awards. Mr. Gaskell E. Jacobs welcomed the Chairman and Mrs. 
Green on behalf of the Congregation. Psalm 121 was sung by the children. 

The Rev. N. GOLDSTON read a report of the work done during the 
year, of which the following is an abstract : 

The Classes have eighty-eight pupils on the roll, with an average attendance 
of seventy. Instruction is given in the four classes on Saturday and Sunday 
mornings, and on Wednesday evenings, If the elder children could be induced 
to continue their Hebrew studies after they attain the age of fourteen and with 
the influence of the parents, there would be an incentive to form an advanced 
class and possibly a girls’ consecration class. During the year, the children 
collected for the hospitals and have been regular subscribers to the Orphan Aid 
Society. The Committee expresses its thanks to the Ladies’ Society for its 
help during the year. 

The report of the examiner of the Union of Hebrew and Religion 
Classes was submitted by the Superintendent. It congratulates the Rev. 
N. Goldston on the general standard attained by the children, and refers 
to the attention and interest shown by the pupils at their lessons. 

A pair of silver candlesticks was presented to Mrs. Goodhart by Mr. 
M. Albert Jacobs, on behalf of the Committee, in appreciation of her 
many years of service as a teacher and in celebration of her marriage. 

The CHAIRMAN said that, as a minister of a large Synagogue in the 
North-West of London, he was glad to have had the opportunity of 
visiting a smaller congregation like the South-East London, because 
he was deeply interested in the question of the religious education 
of the young. He felt also personal pleasure at being present at that 
function, first, to testify to the great esteem and affection he had for 
Mr. Goldston, who was looked up to by his congregation and had 
faithfully ministered to their needs and to the religious training of their 
children; and, secondly, to pay a tribute to the great services rendered 
for many years to the congregation by the members ofthe Jacobs’ family. 
Education was the gift of the power to think and to acquire, and tho 
reference in the report to the fact that some of the elder children, at the 
age of fourteen, finished their studies at the classes was to him (Mr. Green) 
something of a tragedy. Although he was nearly seventy years old, he 
was still trying tolearn. He appealed to the elder children to go on with 
their studies after fourteen. He could not understand why protests 
were made against holding consecration services for girls. In his opinion 
such services were most necessary, for the girls who received special 
religious training would be the better able to pass on snch knowledge to 
the next generation of girls. Referring to a suggestion by the examiner 
that more attention shdéuld be given to the ceremonial aspects of Judaism, 
Mr. Green said that it was useless to talk to children in the classes about 
cerernonies unless the parents showed the example in the home. 

Responding to a vote of thanks to the teaching staff, proposed by Mr. 
M. A. Jacobs, LL.B., and seconded by Mr. R. Brompton, the Rev. N. 
GOLDSTON said that no religion class could possess a more loyal and 
devoted set of teachers than did thet South-East London Classes. 


Teesdale Street Talmud Torah. 


A prize distribution to the pupils of the Teesdale Street Synagogue 
Talmud Torah was held on Tuesday evening at the Teesdale Street L.C.C, 
School. Dayan Dr, A. FELDMAN presided, and Miss M. Meyer distributed 
the awards. 

Mr. A. BUSSIN, the Secretary, read the examiners’ report, whiich is 
signed by Mr. Herbert M. Adler, who visited the classes with Dayan 
Dr. Feldman and the Rev. Walter Levin. The following is an abstract: 


Senior Class VI.: Five girls were included in thisclass. Attendance is very 
ood. Great stress is laid on reading the statutory prayers, and we heard the 
ys read the week-day Amidah in turn with fluency. A beginning has been 
made with Rashi. Class I1].: The syllabus includes a chapter of each week’s 
Sedra. Partsof the Prayer Book are translated, and quite a good beginning has 
been made in the elements of grammar. Class LI.: A little square writing had 
been done. There was a satisfactory knowledge of the Festivals. In this class, 
however, we consider that it would be much better for the second volume of the 
Sephath Mosé to be used, as it leads up systematically both to the Prayer Book 
and the Chumesh. Class I.: This class is admirably taught. There are two 
divisions. The upper division get through the first volume of the Sephath 
Moshé in less than six months. ‘They are only taught on four week-days. 


The CHAIRMAN said that that was the first prize distribution of the 
Talmud Torah. He congratulated all who had helped to make the classes 
asuccess. It was only two years since the classes were started, and 
within that comparatively short period, a very important centre of Jewish 
education had been firmly established on a sound foundation in that 
locality. Two years ago there were only about 60 pupils; now they had 
as many as 140 on the roll. Of these 70 were boys and the remainder 
girls. There was room for many more children in the classes. The 
Talmud Torah had been established by the unbounded enthusiasm, 
devotion and zeal of a band of honorary workers. When the Com- 
mittee approached the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes, of which 
that Talmud Torah was now a constituent, they did not ask for 
financial support, but merely for moral support and guidance. They 
had the goodwill of the school authorities, and especially that of the 
headmistress. The prizes had been provided by the members of the 


Ladies’ Society and the Chevra Ain Yakovof the Teesdale Street Synagogue. 


Miss MEYER said that she felt that as Jewish children, the pupils of 
her school, ought to know their Jewish history, Jewish customs, and 
Jewish ideals. She had always been proud to work with Jewesses. She 
only hoped that the neighbourhood would grow more Jewish. She was 
going to another school, where there were not so many Jewesses as in 
that school, but she would always welcome any Jewish children “who 
would care to attend. 


The Rev. I. GOLDsTON, in proposing a vote of thanks to Miss Meyer for 


distributing the prizes, said that although not a Jewess, she had thrown 
herself heart and soul into the work of establishing the Jewish religion 
Classes in her school, in order that the Jewish boys and girls might grow 
Up good Jews and Jewesses.

Investments and Securities. 


By OUR CITY EDITOR. 


A wise course was followed by those responsible for the Bristol 
£2.000,000 Loan this week when the price of issue was reduced to 
par. Such issues are almost entirely dependent on monetary 
influences. They rank with the highest class of gilt-edged imvest- 
ments. Intrinsic value is absolutely stable. No question of default 
or even delay ever arises. The only influence that can affect them 
therefore, is any variation in the value of money. When interest 
rates fall, such stocks increase in value. When interest rates rise 
they must necessarily react. This is exactly what has happened in 
recent months. Last autumn the recognised price of issue of 
Corporation stocks was 99 per cent. Then money rates began to 
fall. There was a widespread expectation of a decrease in the 
Bank Rate and gradually the price of issue rose till it reached 100} 
per cent. at which price several successful issues were made, 
Recent events, however, caused a change in the monetary situation, 
and it is now becoming clear that the ease which had been looked 
for is postponed till at least the end of the financial year. All 
classes of gilt-edged securities have weakened slightly in consequence, 
and the effect has been seen in the fact that the most recent 
Corporation issues at 1004 have been partly left with the under- 
writers. Hence the decision of Bristol to give better terms to 
investors by issuing the new stock at par. 

Wolsey’s Recovery. 

The fine recovery made by Wolsey, Ltd., the makers of the well- 
known men’s underwear, is a good illustration of the recuperative power 
behind these well-established industrial companies. For 1925 the net 
profit sank to £24,080, as against £201,755 for 1924. The heavy slump in 
the value of wool, necessitating the heavy writing down of stock vaiues, 
was the cause of the decrease in profits. Greater stability characterised 
last year’s trading, despite the grave industrial troubles of the year.

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COMPANY MEETING REPORTS, 


British South Africa Company. 


The twenty-ninth ordinary general meeting of the British South Africa 
Company was held on Wednesday last at the Cannon Street Hotel, B.C. 


Sir Henry Birchenough, Bt., K.C.M.G., the President, in moving the 
adoption of the re port and accounts, said that the improved total profits for the 
year, out of which the directors recommended the-distribution ofa threepenny 
bonus in addition to a oneand-threepenny dividend, were derived from 
inereased dividends and from larger realisations of investments. In spite of 
those realisations, which had been effected ata handsome profit, the apprecia- 
tion of their secnrities as a whole, was greater than at this time last year, and 
indeed, than it had ever been before. 


He proceeded to review at length the position of their railway interests, 
which represented, he said, a large and important proportion of their total 
aswets. Asa result of discussions with the Ministers of Southern Rhodesia and 
representatives of Northern Rhodesia and the Bechuanaland Protectorate—the 
object of which was to agree upon the basis and method of legisiation for the 
revulation and control of rates and fares—an agreement had been come to by 
which the railway companies would in future be legally entitled to earn, over 
and above their operating expenses, sufficient revenue to provide for interest 
upen all loan capital, a minimum sum of £150,000 a year for dividends, and the 
cradual accumulation of a reserve of £1,500,000, 


Those three items constitated what was known as the “standard revenue.” 
Ifat any time the rates charged did not produce it, they might be increased ; 
on the other hand, if the standard revenue was exceeded, rates must be reduced. 
That was not all, however. A good year increased the dividend provision of 
the following year in ‘such a way that the original £150,000 might grow, as 
traffic grew, toa maximum of £225,000 a year. The British South Africa Co., 
owned 86 per cent. of the whole capital of the Rhodesia Railways Trust, and 
the interest which it would receive on that investment would be the reward 
which the shareholders of the British South Africa Company would receive for 
the sacrifices they had made in the past. (Applause.) ' 


With regard to their second group of assets, estates and ranches, the loss 
on the year’s working on the estates was mainly due to the extremely small 
crop of exportable oranges from the Mazoe estate. The whole South African 
crop of citrus fruits last season was very poor, but prospects for the current 
year were more encouraging. Their plantings of cotton, had not been success- 
ful, but they would continue the experiment, though probably on a smalier 
scale. The two ranches at Nuanetsi and Shangani and the Rhodesdale estate 
had been'sold. Although those sales had considerably reduced the Company’s 
land holdings, its landed interests were still very large indeed. Apart from 
estates in Southern Rhodesia they had large freehold areas in North-Eastern 
Rhodesia and in Nyasaland, their areas in Bechuanaland, and their Half- 
share for forty years, until 1963, in the Land Revenues in North-Western 
Rhodesia. 


With regard to their mineral rights, in Southern Rhodesia the production 
of gold: had for some time remained at a more or less constant level. New 
discoveries had been reported, and there were promising prospects in one or 
twoareas. In other directions in Southern Rhodesia the outlook was full of 
promise. The business of the Wankie Colliery continued to expand, and 
theasbestos iridustry was inastrong position. There was, indeed a tendency to 
view the mineral outlook in Southern Rhodesia with a degree of confidence not 
apparent a year ago, In the Northern Territory prospecting was proceeding 
actively aud systematically, and promising discoveries had been made. The 
Rhodesian Congo Border Concession Co., for instance, had located various 
mineralised areas. which might turn out to be important. The practical 
value of all the activity going on, from the point of viewof the British South 
Africa Co. was to be measured by the effect that increased mineral output, which 
must follow sooner or later, would have upon their royalty revenue. Except in the 
case of the bwana M’Kubwa claims, where the Company's right to royalties had 
been commuted for shares many years ago, every ton of mineral produced in the 
country brought them additional revenue, In addition to their royalties, they had 
taken steps tosecure tho best advice obtainable in order to enable them to secure 
an additional participation tu the proceeds of mineral production by the judicious 


investinent of some of the Company's funds in the shares of the producing 
companies. 


Mr. Edmund Davis, in seconding the motion, gave the impressions which 
he had gained during his recent visit to Rhodesia. He said that he was 
satisfied that at no distant date it would be realised that in Northern 
Rhodesia a copper belt had been already proved over a distance of about 100 
miles, and he fully expected that im the course of time it might prove to 
be equal in length to the one in Katanga,which was about 225 miles long. 
In 192) there were treated by all the copper-producing companies in the 
world about 100,000,000 tons of copper ore averaging under 2 per cent., 
giving a production of 1,410,099 tons. In Northern Rhodesia the properties 
being opened out contained ore which would average about 4 per cent. (Applause). 
Ip 1924, American-owned copper companies paid £11,000,000 in dividends, in 
1925, £13,000,000, and in 1926, £14,500,000, and it was estimated that they would 
distribute in the current year about £16,000,000. It was intended to finance the 
Northern Rhodesian proposition on a large scale.and thus bring down working 
costs toa low level and obtain the largest possible profit. (Applause). With 
regard to Bwana M'Kubwa, on a calculation based on the market value of 
American-owned coucerns, the value of that proposition, when fully equipped, 
should work out somewhere between £9,000,000 and £13,000,000. (Applause). 


As to'Broken Hill, his own opinion might seem somewhat optimistic, but 
he would give the opinion of a representative of a South African mining 
journal, which stated that the mining resources of the place were stupendous, 
and that it might in time out-rival its namesake in Australia. With reference 
to'the Wankie Colliery Co., the only thing that worried him was that none of 
them could possibly live to see it reach its zenith. There was proved in its one 
area of 400 square miles, sufficient coal to supply at the present rate for the next 
4,000 years. (Laughter and applause.) Coming to chrome, unless some new 
discoveries were made elsewhere, the ‘whole of the supplies of chrome would, in 
his opinion, within the next five years, come from Southern Rhodesia. As 
regarded asbestos, he was confident that the profits of the company owning 


the Shabani proposition would rise from year to year and give a very satis- 
factory return even on the present price of the shares. 


In conclusion, he would just like to sa 
; y that there were more shareholders 
in this company than the whole of the white population of Southern Rhodesia 
and that the addition of the Colony to the Empire, the civilisation and the 
development of the country, were due, in the first instance, to those two great 


men, Khodes and Beit, to the various members of the board, and last, but not 


least, to the shareholders of the company, who had borne the fin 
for:many years without any return. (Applause.) 


The resolution was unanimously adopted.

Law Cases. 


Casino Owners’ Claim.—In the King’s Bench Division on Frida\, 
before Mr. Justice Shearman, an action was brought by the Socieiv 
Anonyme des Grands Etablissements Touquet, Paris-Plage, against Mr. 
Moss Baumgart, 27, of Osbaideston Road, Stamford Hill, in respect o! 
three cheques, alleged to have been drawn by him in favour of the 
plaintiffs, to the total amount of £400, and which were alleged to havo 
been dishonoured. Alternatively the plaintiffs claimed the return of the 
sum of £400 as money lent by them to the defendant. Mr. J. B. 
Melville, for the plaintiffs, explained that they owned a casino it 
Le Touquet, and the defence set up was that Mr. Baumgart, in 
August last, gave the cheques while in the casino in respect 
of gaming and wagering transactions, which constituted an illeg:! 
consideration. Plaintiffs denied that the cheques were given in 
respect of gaming or wagering transactions. His lordship, giving judgmen:, 
said he found that the money was advanced for the playing of games 
legal in France, but illegalim England. He was satisfied that the plainti:!s 
could sue in this country on the alternative claim for money lent, and t):at 
they were entitled to succeed upon it. Consequently, there would be 
judgment for the plaintiffs for the sum of £400. On the application of 
Mr. Matthews, a stay of execution was granted, with a view to ile 
lodging of an appeal. 


Claim by the Jewish Colonial Trust.—-The Supreme Court of

The will provided that the residue of fhe estate, va!icd 
at £300,000, after payments of annuities for not more than fifty ye:rs, 
should be handed over to the “ Jewish Colonisation Trust” as a fun: to 
be named in memory of Solomon Nathanand to be used for the restora‘ '0n 
of Jews to Palestine. The executors of the estate interpret that the will 
implies that the residue should be handed over to the Jewish Colonisa!io0 - 
Association, unless the Court decides in favour of the Jewish Col. ial 
Trust. The South African Zionist Federatiun, however, is claiming ‘he 
money for the Jewish Colonial Trust as the body dealing with ‘he 
restoration of the Jews to Palestine, and it argues that the late I. 
Albert Nathan obviously mistook the name of Jewish Colonial Trust iD 
drawing up his will. The Court, in granting the order prayed for, direc'ed 
that the intestate heirs should be made a party to the proceedings.

I am a close student of the weather reports and their terminology, 
I am always thrilled when I read about a “severe depression approach- 
ing from the Atlantic,” and I always wonder what a “severe 
depression ” looks like. Sometimes when I[ look at Uncle I get an 
inkling, and when he goes to bed with a sore head I murmur to 
myself ‘ further outlook unsettled,” and prepare for the worst. 


HUMAN WEA" 


REPORTS. 


I think it would be a good thing if we could have a human 
meteorological office, which could give us forecasts of our “ weather” 
in the same way as the Air Ministry does about the elements. It 
would be so convenient to know, for instance, that a “ bad temper” is 
approaching from the office, and one could get out one’s mental water- 
proof and umbrella and be armed for the gale that is likely to blow. 
And one’s male folk woold be glad to know that an “arca of high 
pressure” prevails at home during spring cleaning operations, and 
could make their dispositions accordingly. A report from the nursery 
— overcast "— would be a valuable warning. 


THE BAROMETER OF THE SOUL. 


The trouble is that no one has yet invented a barometer of the 
soul to enable us to gauge coming temperamental changes and to read 
in advance of likely disturbances calculated toupset the serenity of the 


domestic circle. 


We ought to be able to read of a coming change of 


mood as a mariner is able to decide that he is approaching a storm 


area by the fall of the glass. 


We are left without any such guide, and 


are often taken unawares by a storm of which we have had no previous 
warning. I have heard something of an electrical instrument called 
an “emotiometer,” which registers people’s reactions to various 
emotions and surprises, but that is not quite the same thing. 


HOME WEATHER, 


The weather of the home is really much more important than the 
weather that prevails outside, and a gloomy day between four walls is 
much more depressing than a sunless twenty-four hours outside. We 
often jokingly complain of the malignity of the Clerk of the Weather 
in providing us with the sort of days we have been having lately. But 
he is really not responsible. Whereas in the home we are ourselves 
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accountable for the weather that prevails. We can, by an effort of the 
will, decide whether it shall be sunny or gloomy, and if a “ severe 
depression” hovers over our domestic domain it is we who produce it. 
This reflection should make us determine to try and bring our 
barometers, inside the home, to “set fair,” no matter what sort of 


weather prevails outside, to produce our own sunshine, to drive away - 


all the “vapours” that tend to obscure the serenity of the domestic 


atmosphere, and to ensure that all shall be bright and glowing within. _ 


This may sometimes be difficult, but it is worth trying, and I commend 
the suggestion to all my nieces and nephews. Go into the weather 
manufacturing business, and be sure that the weather you produce 
shall be of a hind that is beyond criticism. 


Our Debate. 


CAREERS FOR JEWISH BOYS AND GIRLS. 


THE QUESTIONS UNDER Discussion.—Should there be an improve- 
ment in the method of choosing careers for our young people? Are 
parents the best judges? Or are the children themselves? May not 
the former, just as much as the latter, be limited in outlook and 
experience? Are youthful talents and ambitions given a fair chance 
ofdevelopment? Is apprenticeship good or bad? 


A WORD FOR THE PARENTS. 


Sarah Silverstone, Birmingham, writes: “The debate now under 
discussion, ‘ Careers for Jewish Boys and Girls,’ is certainly proving 
most interesting. The contributors so far seem to have taken the part 
mostly of the children. Can we blame the parents if they desire to 
find a business for their child? We cannot but thank our parents for 
the interest they take in us. Who know better than the parents? 


They l+ve studied us since childhood and therefore they most 


certainly know what we are suited for. There is none to compete 
with the Jewish parents for the way they give their children an oppor- 
tunity of makisg good on leaving school or continuing their studies. 


Take the poor parent. In spite of the fact that he cannot possibly afford 


to keep his child at school, he will strive to do so if there is a chance 
that his child can benefit. Surely we cannot blame a father if he 
desires his child to enter into his business, for when the parent has 
worked the business up to his satisfaction he likes to think that later 
his son may continue it. We have to consider that whatever our 
parents wish is not for their welfare but ours. As yet I have not 
heard of any parent insisting on his child entering a profession that 
did not appeal to him. Jewish parents always give their children far 


more NC aR in the choosing of a profession than the non-Jewish 
parent.” 


PALESTINE AS A CAREER,

YOUNG ISRAEL. 


RECOLLECTIONS OF AN 
OLD BOY. 


*,*Auntie will publish from week to 
week selected extracts from the 
“Memory book” of a member of 
the community who conceais his 
identity under the pseudonym of 
“An Old Boy.” As age is reckoned 
nowadays, he is not, however, so 
very old. Of great human and 
Jewish interest, these extracts will 
be read with enjoyment by all 
“ Young Israelites.” 

XIV.—IN GERMANY. 

After leaving school I was sent to 
Hamburg to learn German, and was 
plunged into a new, but by no means 
unattractive, world. I was not to go 
to school, but was boarded with a 
private family and had individual 
tuition. I was fortunate in the home 
to which I was sent, old-fashioned 
pious Jewish peopie, who had filled 
their quiver with about a dozen sons 
and daughters, most of whom were 
married and had children of their 
own, 80 I was provided with a large 
ready-made circle, and was made to 
fee! at home by the whole family. 
Then Hamburg is a very beautiful 
city, encircling the lake-like Alster, 
with its pretty backwaters and gleam- 
ing villas fronted by rose gardens 
reaching to the water’s edge. On the 
other side is the stately Elbe, 
broadening out at the city’s gates into 
the spacious and busy docks, with 
attractive resorts on the lower 
reaches and wooded hills on the 
opposite bank, providing pular 

ichnicing rendezvous. In the city 
itself are numerous places of amuse- 
mentandabundant cultura! facilities, 
so my lines had fallen in pleasant 
places, 

I knew practically noGerman when 
I arrived, and it was indeed some 
three months beforé I could be said 
to have a working knowledge of the 
language. But once having some 
foundation I cut myself off from 
Engtish al ther, read no English 
newspapers (withthe sole exception 
of ‘Tue CHRONICLE) or books 
and entered as fully as could—I 


was still only a lad—into German 
life and thought. 

I had German lessons every day 
with a tutor who received other 
sp for a great variety of subjects. 

le was quite efficient, but an inees- 

sant smoker of the most pungent 
tobacco I have ever smeit. He had 
a sense of humour, and as he joked [ 
choked. I was rather ambitious, 
and quite early on in my studies [ 
essayed a translation of “Ships that 
Pass in the Night.”
